The m ateria! and preparation of the 
Florida Shell H eap vessels differ from th at 
of other mounds, as those along th e coast 
region of the same S tate and others found 
throughout the U nited States ; the cHy 
elsew here is m ingled largely w ith broken 
shells and sand, ir. the Florida specimens 
alm ost pure clay is used, seldom showing 
any 
adm ixtura 
of 
sand, 
though 
at 
tim es 
vegetable 
fiber 
is 
present, 
which 
produces 
a 
cellular 
and 
por­ 
ous structure, which the original m akers 
nave in p art overcome by the use of 
an outBiile film of slip clay.. In ornam enta­ 
tion the specimens are m arkedly inferior 
to those from other localities, less elabo­ 
rately adorned, and display only a rude 
and 
prim itive 
conception 
of 
arti3tio 
design. 
They 
indicate 
in 
this 
re­ 
spect an earlier 
origin 
than 
the 
fic­ 
tile wares from 
the coast mounds or 
those found in later burial places. 
Stone 
im plem ents were found in inconsiderable 
num bcrr, though num erous enough to prove 
the acquaintance cf the ehell-heap m akers 
w ith tim t-chipping, and though but seldom 
buried deep in the piles, were incontestably 
coeval w itn th eir form ation. 
They con­ 
sist of rudely-cut celts, 
stone 
chisels, 
knives or scrapers, arrow -heads, chips and 
fragm ents, 
all 
clearly 
th e 
w ork 
of 
m en’s 
hands. 
Im plem ents 
of 
bone 
were more frequent, b u t apparently lim ­ 
ited to awls aud piercers, au office for 
which bone, then and since, sepms very 
generally reserved. Im plem ents of shell, as 
m ight have been anticipated, were common, 
though very slightly, if a t all, varied in 
form, consisting of rectangular bits, ground 
down to edges on one side, form ing an effi­ 
cient scraper, 
cleaner, or bone wedge. 
Perforated shells, 
possibly 
useff 
for 
ornam ent, 
are 
found 
near 
the upper 
surface of the m ounds, 
and drinking- 
cups 
m ade 
from 
the 
large 
univalve 
(Busycon 
perversa) 
are 
sim ilarly 
found 
near 
the 
surface. 
These 
last 
objects are recent, and m ay 
have been 
know n to the Indians who succeeded, a t a 
long remove, the aboriginal inhabitants, 
Pipes and m etals are both absent. 
H um an 
bones were fonnd from top to bottom of 
these heaps—skulls, legs, arms, and bodie* 
— and while some were unbroken and en ­ 
tire, the condition of others suggested the 
unwelcome thought of their having form ed 
a part of a cannibal’s repast, a oonclusion 
which some recent exam inations by Lieu­ 
ten an t Vogdes strengthen. He found large 
bones, whose m arrow m ight ju stly form an 
attractive feature in an aboriginal dinner, 
opened lengthw ise and bearing evidence of 
a designed cleavage. 
Cannibalism was 
really so common among our Indians a t the 
arrival of the w hite men th at it w ould 
scarcely seem surprising to find its antece­ 
dents hidden in these early w orks.—[The 
Am erican A ntiquary.

SCENES 0? INTEREST TO THE AMERICAN 
TRAVELER. 


Esaraer Resort acd Stuf Bathing at Ob- 
tend— he Industries, Manners and 
Customs of the Belgians—i-tc.

To those who have traveled or resided in 
foreign 
countries, corr.spocdencs 
from 
those realms ie always of greatest interest, 
while to those who have not been beyond 
the seas a faithful description of the seeneB 
there to be met with, and the peculiar 
manners and customs of the people, be­ 
comes a mutter of attractive and valuable 
iaformstion. 
Among the countries upon 
the Continent which is ever of fresh inter­ 
est and continued study to the American 
visitor, and where the writer enjoyed a res­ 
idence many year.', ¡3 that of Belgium, 
about which also much has beta written, 
but mostly by briefly remaining or merely 
“ flyin g” tourists, whose aim is rather to 
satisfy their vanity in being thought wise 
through travels, or to please in a sensa­ 
tional w sy their friends, rather than to 
benefit them by recital of real and thought­ 
ful facts. 
Tnere is sufficient of interest 
that may be said of the citits, manners and 
customs of this people without resorting to 
the imagination or wandering into tire­ 
some fields of detail, as the observing trav­ 
eler well knows. 
Crossing the eliannei 
from Dover, England, 


WE REACH CIST END AND ARE IS BELGIUM. 
The aspect of the country, the appear­ 
ance of dress, manners aad customs of the 
people, oifei to the traveler coming from 
England a contrast as striking, although 
entirely different, aB in the neighboring 
country of France. 
Oatend ib a fortified 
town of about 20,000 inhabitants, and lies 
immediately on the sea-shore. 
Its position 
is to low that, were it not for an artificial 
sea-wall or levee, the town would be swept 
away by the stormy waves. 
It is one of 
the mott fashionable bathing resorts on the 
continent. 
During summer it is the ren­ 
dezvous of a great portion of the aristoc­ 
racy of Europe. Pi inces and KiDgs are often 
seen passing through its queer streets cr 
piuDging with the re3t of mortals into the 
refreshing waters of the sarf. 
The same 
as most places of that kind, it has in- 
uumerable hotels ; and as lively and gay 
aa it is during summer, it is deserted and 
quiet in winter. 
On an elevated terrace 
near the beach are erected magnificent 
buildings, resembling summer palaces like 
those of tipaor Bidea, withtheirconservato- 
ry, reading-rooms, ball-room, concert hall, 
restaurants and cafes. 
Ou the beach a 
large number of movable little bath-houses, 
about ó by 10 feet, having the form and 
aspect of toy-houses, neatly painted and 
nicely fitted up, are resting on high and 
broad 
wbeeD 
ready 
to 
carry 
you 
the 
into 
surf. 
You 
get 
one 
into 
of them, a horse is liilched io it, and you 
are brought into the breakers. A t full sea­ 
son 400 or 500 of them may be seen close 
together in the water ; and as the excite- 
m eat and pleasure of the bathers lead 
them often away to some distance from 
their respective bath-houses, 


AMUSING AND LUDICROUS SCENES 
Take place, should the bather forget the 
number of his or her bath-house. 
In such 
a case people will get into a critical dilem­ 
ma, wander about bewildered, and after 
getting into the wrong place once or twice, 
scaring to death a timid water-nymph, or 
rai ing the ire of some old bachelor, will 
find themselves entirely helpless ; for, as 
their garments have been left in their 
bath-house, the only alternative for them 
is to wait till all the bathers have returned 
to the shore, or eise face the gazs of the 
m ultitude of promenaders on the upper ter­ 
race, and return to the hotel in their 
bathiDg suits. 
In 1856 I had the oppor­ 
tunity of seeing among the bathers the 
then Prince of 
Prussia, 
now Emperor 
W illiam of Germany, and am sure many of 
the gay bathers did not know him or pay 
any attention to his individuality. 
Seme 
years later my attention was directed to a 
tail young man with large red whiskers, 
whom they called “ L i Prince de Prusse,” 
and was told that this young man was a 
“ souvenir” left to a handsome widow— 
proprietress of one of the principal hotels— 
by hia M ajesty in former years. 
Liaving 
utecd, we 
reach 
the ancient city of 
Hrages, in W est Flanders, which has a 
copulation of about 60,000 inhabitants. 
'This is a qm er city, with its gothic archi- 
t c:ure, antique oathedraljud exchange (the 
•oldest in Europe). 
It is interesting to no­ 
tice the singularity of dress and manners 
of the people. 
The women are the most 
beautifnl in Belgium. 
They have very reg­ 
ular features, an extremely fair and rosy 
complexion, and a Blender and graceful 
stature. 
Flemish is 
the only tongue 
spoken, and the answer to your inquiries, 
ii you do not understand the language, will 
invariably be : 
“ W ad belift ue, myn 
beer?” 
(W hat 
is 
it 
you 
say, 
sir?) 
As we outer the heart of the country, and 
as intimate life in Belgium is very little 
known abroad and still less in America, it 
may not be amiss, before proceeding on onr 
journey, to give a very brief outline of 
tiie conditions of the country, its position, 
resources, etc. 


BRIEF OUTLINE OF THE KINGDOM. 
Belgium is a little kingdom hemmed 
In between France on 
the Bouth, Hol­ 
land on the 
north, Germany on 
the 
east and the North 
Saa on the west. 
It is a constitutional monarchy, possessing 
more freedom than any country in Europe, 
except England 
and Switzerland, 
Its 
population is about 6 000,000 inhabitants. 
It is composed of two entirely distinct 
races, having no affinity whatever, neither 
in language nor in manners and customs— 
the Flemings and 
the Wallona. 
Both 
races are, numerically, about equal, and 
divide the country into two halves. 
Tne 
Flemings are a sturdy, physically strong- 
built race, having the characteristics of 
their Soxon forefathers, with the phleg­ 
matic disposition and slowness of action of 
their neighbors, the Dutch. 
The Wallons, 
on the contrary, are light and small, and 
have all the imoulsiveness, quickness of 
manners and underst»n-dingof their neigh­ 
bors, 
the French. 
They use a patois, 
or 
idiom, 
which 
differs 
very 
little 
from 
that 
spoken 
in 
the 
north­ 
ern province of France. 
The language 
taught in their schools, and used exclu­ 
sively by the better class, is French, and 
they pride themRelvos in some districts of 
speaking a better French than in many 
provinces of France, 
The Flemish lan­ 
guage, although little known abroad, is of 
very old origin. 
Its literature is in many 
respects sup-rior to the Dutch. 
It is re­ 
markable to see these two races, so dissimi­ 
lar in langnage, habits and thoughts, and 
so naturally antagonistic in their aspira­ 
tions, harmoniz' in everything that con­ 
cerns the welfare of their country. 
Be 
they ever so divided otherwise, 


THE LOVE OF THEIR COUNTRY 
Makes them a perfect unit. 
Perhaps the 
wise constitution which King Leopold I 
gave them is the cause of this union and 
patriotism. 
“ L'union fait la force ” is the 
* device of the Belgian coat of arms. 
(In 
union is strength.) The King has an execu­ 
tive rather than a ruling power. 
H is min­ 
isters are alone responsible, and they in 
turn are servants of the people’s wilL 
Pro­ 
portionately to its rise, Belgium is the 
most prosperous country in the world. 
It 
has more railroads, more factories and a 
greater industry, comparatively speaking, 
than any country upon the globe. 
Twenty 
years ago you could not go tw elve miles in 
any direction without crossing a railroad. 
N either England nor America can make 
this showing even now. 
The cloth fac­ 
tories cf 
Verviers give employment to 
about 50 000 people ; the manufactories of 
arms at Liege about aa m aty ; the cutleries 
of Namur compete favorably with those of 
England ; the glass works of Coarleroi used 
to supply largely the United States ; the 
aotton factories of Ghent, about 200 in 


number, have50,000 employes; the Excellent 
linen of Conrtray finds a good market 
everyw here; the laces of Matines and 
Brussels are celebrated, and are made by 
about 40,000 country girls and women scat­ 
tered all over Flanders ; the carpets of 
Tournay and Brussels are known all over 
the world. 
Belgium is rich in mines of 
coal, iron and zmc ; it produces flax, to­ 
bacco, sugar and agricultural products of 
all kinds in abundance. 
The clim ate is 
mild and healthy, extreme Peat or cold 
being seldom met with. 
The religion of 
the country is R iman Catholic. 
Tiicre are 
five bishops, one archbishop, and a large 
number of convents and priests to supply 
the spiritual wants of the people. 
It 
might ecem that such powerful means of 
the clergy would be likely to produce big­ 
otry ana religious intolerance, which it 
does, to eome extent, in the rural districts.

OR FAIR TN THE EVENING. 
Taeee fairs are generally held on the larg­ 
est plaza in the town, and last a couple of 
weeks. 
In the afternoon the crowd makes 
its appearance and winds its way through 
the passages left between hundreds of 
booths and tents of all sorts. 
The general 
appearance of these Kermesses does not 
materially differ from the fairs in other 
countries, except that they bear the stamp 
of real Flemish life and customs. 
Besides 
a large number of booths filled with differ­ 
ent kinds of merchandise, we see a m otley 
assembly of canvas buildings, holding in 
their rnysteric u i recesses all that the world 
ever saw of curiosities, 
talent, art and 
beauty—as the large lettered and fantastic­ 
ally painted signs show—open their cur­ 
tained entrance to the admiring gaze of the 
visiters. 
On the platform in front appear 
—besides the musical forces, consisting of 
big and small drums, oimbals, fife and 
brass instruments—the artists and per­ 
formers of the company, 
and give the 
spectators a foretaste of what awaits them 
inside, 
Just think of hundreds of these 
shows, standing side by side, with their 
terrible, deafening noise, each trying to 
drown the others’ cries, and you can form 
a faint idea of the pleasures offered your 
auditory nerve3. 
The performance gen­ 
erally lasts about ten minutes, and then : 
“ Ladies and gentlenun, please walk in. 
You are just in time ; the performance is 
going to commence,” etc. 
N ext to the 
famous theater of monkeys and trained

Then comes the tent of the original Bosco 
or prestidigitator, Signor Sparperosco, fol­ 
lowed by the great somnambulist and for­ 
tune teller, Madam de Humbugi ; next 
appear the three Hereuieses, of whom one 
fires off a 1,000-pound cannon from his 
shoulder, another plays with 100-pound 
balls in the air and breaks iron bars with 
his hands, while the third lifts up horse 
and wagon ; farther on you can enter the 
grand Theatre des Marionettes, or puppets, 
where all kinds of plays are given— drama, 
comedy or farce— at your pleasure, ladies 
and gentlemen.

Cold boiled salmon can be made an ap­ 
petizing dish for snppi r by pouring enough 
boiliBg vinegar over it to cover it. 
If left 
from dinner, the vinegar should be ponred 
on as soon as the salmon is removed from 
the table. 
If spice is to yonr taste, put in 
some ungTound allspice. 
Every cook knows how long a tim e it 
takes, when it can least be spared, to look 
over one or two quarts of b<,-ans. 
An in­ 
genious friend, who is always trying to 
save time, sa y s: 
Put the beans in a 
colanier, and all the fine dirt will be 
shaken out, and the beaus that are specked 
can be picked out with ease, and in a very 
short time. 
Pretty wall-baskets can be made by­ 
taking one of the rough stiaw hats so 
much worn at the eeaside a year or two 
ago. 
If a flower or vine is not already em 
broidered on it, add some such decoration ; 
then i ne the hat with muslin or silesia, 
finish tho edge wit*. a pleating of ribbon, 
and tie a ribbon in a knot aad fasten to it 
for a handle. 
The hat may be H ittene i 
by pressure, or by using stout linen thread 
for that purpose. 
It is the custom in most families who 
give attention to the concerns of the table 
to serve oatmeal and milk at breakfast. 
Excellent as this custom is, it may be 
varied occasionally with good effeot. 
One 
way to do this is to m ike a hasty pudding 
of Graham flour ; it should be made like 
ordinaiy Iadian meal pudding, with the 
exception that the Graham must first be 
wet with cold w ater; it roust be stirred 
constantly ; it will require about twenty 
minutes’ steady boiling, aad should be well 
salted. 
For breakfast wear very- pretty and in­ 
expensive cap3 are made of ficelle net in 
hairpin work, with a ficelle lace bordering. 
Some of these are lined with bright surah 
of a beaoming shade, and others have nar­ 
row black velvet ribbon run through the 
openings in the net, with a cluster of vel­ 
vet Icops on one side. 
Except for very 
old persons, black lace is now seldom used 
for breakfast caps. 
Pleated batiste of 
finest quality is a favorite material for 
morning use, 
caps of this fabric being 
simply made in mob sbape, with a bit of 
narrow lace edging forming a becoming 
border. 
Nothing is more palatable nor whole­ 
some than 
“ crumb griddle cakes” for 
breakfast. 
A good wayr to make them is 
to break the bread in smai! bits and let 
them soak for several hour3 in sour m ilk ; 
then, when ready to fry them, take a 
spoon anckstir them so th ”ra are no lumps 
le ft; sweeten the sour milk with soda dis­ 
solved in a little hot water, in the propor­ 
tion of a sc u it teaspoonful of soda to one 
large cup of sour milk. 
The batter should 
be as thick as tor corn-meal griddle cakes, 
and to this ead stir in enough flour to 
make it so ; a largo pinch of salt and the 
eame quantity of sugar should be added. 
Bread griddle cakes can bo made by using 
sweet milk and baking powder in place of 
sour milk aud soda, 
A Sacramentan who is an ardent lover 
of go id coffee sends us the following, and 
says : “ Ii you are a lover of a good cup of 
coffee, let your wife follow this pHn as a 
teat. 
There are now vessels sold in nearly 
all tin stores, one fitting into another 
closely, and in the lower the water boils. 
Placo in the upper veisel tho requisite 
quantity of coffee, with a pinch of cooking 
salt and cold water to amount required. 
As econ as the water boils in the lower ves­ 
sel the coffee in the upper one will be ready 
for use, but allowing it to stand (boiiiDg) a 
moment longer may make it better. 
By 
this method tho aroma is retained and the 
‘ salt of the coffee ’ is gained, which by 
other processes is difficult. 
The coffee 
should never boil, for the aroma is lo s t; 
hut on the other hand the salt is not re­ 
ceived when hot water is poured over it. 
A second make «f weaker coffee can be had 
if the strong is poured off and the process 
repeated. 
Í am passionately fond of cof­ 
fee, and ’nave tried various methods, but 
none equals in results the above.”

The power cf the telephone to transmit 
the voice to long distances is intimately as­ 
sociated with its dtlicacy. 
W illoughby 
Smith has found by experiment that a 
telephone 
s ill work through a “ resist- 
auce” of wire corresponding to 150,000 
miles of telegraph line; and hence it would 
seem mere child’s-play to fulfill the words 
of the poet, and “ waft a sigh from Indus 
to the Foie.” 
Bat this was only a labora­ 
tory experiment : for on actual telegraph 
lines the leakage of electricity from the 
wires to the ground, damp and other draw­ 
backs, render the ttansmisaion of speech 
by wire far less easy in practice than wai 
at first supposed. 
Nevertheless, it is on 
record that Mr. Edison transmitted speech 
over a line 750 miles long in America ; and 
conversation has been carried on over 500 
miles in India ; 300 miles, from Tabriz, in 
Persia, to T iflis; and 300 miles in Spain, 
Australia and other places where the at­ 
mosphere is dry and pure. In England, we 
have cot been able to work through such 
long circuits, owing to the wetness of the 
atmosphere; but Mr. Van Ryeselberghe, 
the ingenious Cnief of the Meteorological 
Observatory at Brussels, ha9 telephoned 
from that city to Paris, a distance of 215 
miles ; and this while the same wire was 
carrying simultaneously an ordinary Morse 
telegraphic message, 
By z peculiar dispo­ 
sition of his apparatus, Mr. Van Ryssel- 
berghe spoke to Paris by telephone without 
any interference from the Morse signals 
that were traversing the identical wire at 
the same time. 
The day after the bom­ 
bardment of Alexandria, it was announced 
in the London papers th3t the noise of the 
gun» had been heard at Malta by telephone 
through 1,000 miles of submarine cable. 
Experienced electricians took the statement 
with a grain of salt, because they knew 
that a submariue cable differs from land- 
telegraph wire in the greater retarding 
effect which it has on electric currents trav­ 
eling along it. 
A cable ha3 the effect of 
running together—jumbling up— the deli­ 
cate and rapidly succeeding vocal currents 
of the telephone, and either muffling the 
articulation or creating absolute silence. 
Five hundred miles of land-line would 
make little or no difference on the distinct­ 
ness of telephonic message, supposing the 
wire to be well insulated from the earth ; 
bnt 100 miles of ordinary submarine cable 
will probably be quite dumb. 
Indeed, 
eome experiments made by the writer, with 
Dr. Muirhead’s artificial cable, ehow that 
while the voice could be faintly heard 
through a length equivalent to fifty, or 
even sixty miles, when it came to eighty 
miles no sound at all was audible. 
The 
inductive retardation had frittered away 
and blotted out the delicate undulations c-f 
the vocal currents. 
Telephonic meesages 
have, however, been successfully sent by 
cable across the Channel, and from H oly­ 
head to Dublin; but in no case has the 
length of cable reached 100 miles. 
Tne 
dream of whispering across the Atlantic 
under the “ roaring forties” is likely to re­ 
main a dream for a long time to come.

He has worked dili­ 
gently during the summer ; he ha9 earned 
bis thousands to support his family, and 
perhaps a thousand or two is laid up for 
the time to come. 
And what has he done? 
Earned his money? Yes, he has earned his 
money, but he has built a mansion in which 
a family shall bs sheltered through a hun­ 
dred years. 
H s has built a tempie where 
tbs old patriarch shall offer sacrifice and 
incense of devotion in the presence of com­ 
ing generations many.

and here is the room that joy shall fill with 
wedding.

Nobody ever thinks of saying to him, 
“ You have worked a whole winter to 
make a g if t ; what have you given to the 
community?” 
W hat has he given? 
It 
may not be known for a iong time.

voyage after voyage the ship goes, and 
there lies his gift, useless and unsuspected. 
Some day, the ship bears back a thousand 
precious soul», among them mothers whose 
families are at home waiting for them to 
retu rn; 
fathers, who cannot be spared 
from the neighborhood; 
public men of 
signal Bervice—the very salt of the times 
in which they live ; 
heroes and patriots 
many. 
Then it is that the storm beats 
down and seeks to whelm them all in the 
sea, and to whelm the community in mourn­ 
ing. 
Then it is that, when every other ef­ 
fort has been made in vain, the anchor is 
thrown ont. 
And cow the storm rages 
w ith increased violence, as if it were \e t 
more angry because it is thwarted.

the good blacksmith’s work holds. 
Sink- 
irig far ont of sight and grappling the 
foundations of the earth, it will not let go. 
Aud we, for the first time, see the value of 
his gift. 
Every link has been properly- 
welded ; and, though the wind howls, aud 
the sea wages a tierce and desperate battle, 
and the strain is tremendous, the storm 
passes by, and there rides the gallant ship 
safe ! 
That is what he gave. 
He gave a 
chain, an anchor to the community, and 
salvation to the hundreds on board the 
ship, and joy and peace where the tidings 
come of souls Baved from the remorseless 
deep. 
And yet how many men think 
simply that he made an anchor, and got so 
many hundred dollars for it ! 
He made an 
anchor, 
and saved a hundred 
lives.—

O r a n g e P ie —A t this season of the 
year oranges can be purchased by the box 
for a very reasonable price, and their more 
general use upon the table would prove 
beneficial to health. 
They may be used 
for pies also, for which they are excellent. 
To make orange pie, take a teacnpfnl of 
pulverized sugar and a tablespoonful of 
Boft butter and rub them till smooth as 
cream ; mix a tablespoonful of corn starch 
in as little cold water as will dissolve it ; 
then stir it in ateacupfnl of boiling water ; 
let this cook nntil it is thick, bnt not so 
thick that it will harden instantly when 
cool; add this to the batter and sngar. 
Grate the peel from half an orange, taking 
care not to grate any of the thick inner 
skin ; add this and the jaice of the orange 
and one beaten egg to the other ingredi­ 
ents. 
M ike some nice paste and line a 
moderately deep pie plate with it, arrange 
it around the edge, as if for a custard pie, 
then bake it. 
Remove it from the oven 
and put it with the orange custard de­ 
scribed above, and to this add thin slices 
of another large orange. 
Set this in the 
oven for the egg to harden. 
If you wish 
this to be especially tempting, make a me­ 
ringue of the whites of two eggs and two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar ; spread this over 
the pie when it is done, and let it brown 
lightly in the oven.

TEÑOSE OF U S D IS SYRIA. 


Daring my residence ic Damascus I tried 
one or two villages in the neighborhood as 
a summer retreat, and at length fixed upon 
a village called Maraba, as being at a con­ 
venient distance from the city to ride there 
in the morning and retain a t night. Find­ 
ing, however, that the native houses were 
scarcely habitable, I determined to have a 
small house built close to, yet not over­ 
looking, the village. To carry oat my plan 
I ha<l first of all to apply to the Vali 
forpsrmisbion to do so. ilia Highness, with 
an outburst of Oriental liberality, declared 
his readiness to give me not only a piece of 
ground, but a garden as well. 
This I de­ 
clined with thanks, knowing the value of 
such an offer, but showed him on paper the 
spot I had chosen, consisting of a barren 
rock, and asked him to send a competent 
person to the plac9 to examine the site and 
value it, and at the same time see from the 
plan that none of my windows would over­ 
look -my neighbors. 
In the course of a 
few days I received a notice that a commis­ 
sion of six offi dials would meet me on the 
spot and settle the m atter at once. 
I pro­ 
vided a luncheon ai fresco, to which the 
sheikh of the village was invited to nego­ 
tiate on the part of the villagers.

long preamble, setting forth the value of 
land in general and of this spot in particu­ 
lar, he offered at length to sell the site for 
5,000 piastres (a piastre is 21.)

great deal of trouble and investigation his 
Highness was convinced that the existence 
of suoh a tomb was a myth. 
The next 
charge brought against me was that while 
I pretended to build a house I was in re­ 
ality building a convent in the midst of a 
Mohammedan population. 
I bad a bard 
struggle to convince him that Protestants 
bad no such institutions. 
Now ail these 
charges had been trumped up by the offi­ 
cials in the hope of receiving the usual 
bribe, which I was determined not to give, 
having made up my mind to carry the busi­ 
ness through honestly and legally. 
One 
more effort was made to annoy me, or 
rather to force me to give the customary 
“ backsheesh,” viz, that the house was 
built over a road leading from the village 
to the stream, to the great inconvenience 
of the villagers. The Consul had at length 
to inteifere ; the Government engiueer was 
sent to investigate the m atter and report 
upon it, which was to the effect that there 
was no vestige of road or foot-path in the 
vicinity of the house. 
After this I was 
left in peaceful possession so far that no 
one could turn me out of the house, but, 
not having the title deeds, I could scarcely 
expect to find a purchaser in case I wished 
to sell it. 
My next effort was to secure 
the necessary papers. 
Month after month 
I applied in vain for them. 
The Governor 
pretended to be shocked to hear that his 
orders had not been carried out, he sent for 
the scribe and threatened him with his 
fiercest displeasure if such an act of negli­ 
gence should ever again be reported against 
him. 
The scribe pleaded a sprained wrist 
as an excuse for the delay, but by the life 
of the Prophst he would write the docu­ 
ment at once. 
I took a hasty leave of the 
Vali and rushed off after the scribe, de­ 
termined not to lose sight of him again ; 
he had, however, disappeared, as if the 
earth had swallowed him up. These scenes 
were repeated over and over again, till at 
the end of twelve months, having to leave 
Damascus, I had to Bell the house at a 
great loss, cot having the title deeds. The 
purchaser, the 
American 
Vice-Consul, 
trusting to his official position, hoped to be 
able to succeed where I bad failed. I have 
no doubt but that by following the usual 
Oriental custom of backsheesh, and divid­ 
ing £10 cr £20 among the officials, every 
obstacle would have been removed to my 
obtaining the title deeds of a property for 
which I paid the sum of 163. 8 i.—[Rev, 
W . W right, in the Contempoiary Review. 


WILD 
INHABITANTS 
OF 
A 
MOUNT AIN 
CAVE. 


Probably the greatest curiosity in the 
shape of a human being ever seen by Den­ 
ver people is on exhibition here now. 
The 
story of the wild man and the wild woman 
from the mountain fastnesses of the Pue­ 
blos is not entirely a myth. It is said these 
singular beings were captured in a cave near 
Las Cruces about two months ago by Capt. 
Lovett, who has them in charge. 
Captain 
Lovett tells a strange story of their cap­ 
ture, 
For many months he had known of 
their existence, and resolved to capture 
them. 
W ith a party of three others he 
discovered their hiding place in a cave. 
Relying upon his great physical strength, 
he entered the place with the intention of 
dragging the little people from their bed, 
when the man pounced upon him like a 
tiger. 
A desperate struggle ensued, and, 
had not his comrades come quickly to the 
rescue, Captain Lovett would have been 
killed. 
So badly was he hurt that he was 
confined two weeks to his bed. Though the 
man will not weigh more than eighty-five 
pounds, he is said to be a creature of giant 
strength. 
After this encounter it required 
Lhe combined strength of the rest of the 
party to conquer the little giant. 
W hen 
found, both were naked and utterly devoid 
of intelligence. 
Though they oould com 
mnnicate with each other in a guttural 
chatter resembling th at of the monkey, 
there was not an articulation that in any 
wise assimilated a word in any language of 
tarth. 
A few days ago they were brought 
to Denver, and last night placed on exhibi­ 
tion at the place named. 
They seem to be 
utterly devoid of sense, but have become 
tractable by constant association with their 
keeper. 
They have the color of the In ­ 
dian, and both arc hideous in appearance. 
W hether the story of their wild life be true 
or not, they are idiots, and Drobfcbly be­ 
long to the Pueblo tribe.—[Denver (Col.)

The following suggestions and directions 
for the care and preservation of carriages 
are given in the Carriage Journal, and will 
be found helpful and valuable to owners of 
such vehicles : 
In washing tbe carriage it must be first 
stripped of all fittings, such as cushions, 
cirpets, etc. ; the aprons and head un­ 
folded, and all the trimmings liable to be 
wet protected as much as possible. W ater 
should be applied to the panels by hose, 
until the mud is entirely removed. W here 
a continuous supply of water is not avaiia- 
blo, a small force pump may be used with 
advantage to project the water on to the 
panels. 
In default of this instrum ent, a 
pail or watering can should be used, and 
water thrown copiously over the wheels and 
undercarriage; when a large sponge, satu­ 
rated with water, is squeezed over the pan­ 
els, the mud softens and disappears harm ­ 
lessly. 
It is essential that the sponge be 
squeezed, not robbed, over the panels. 
Great care should be taken to avoid driv­ 
ing water into the body and damaging the 
lining. 
Tae mud or dustbeiDg removed, proceed 
as follows : Wash the roof or head of the 
body first, wipe it with a chamois leather ; 
continue by washing the dasher and aprons, 
which are folded after being wiped dry ; 
then the seat borders, floor cloth, wings 
and cover of steps. 
The body should next 
be washed ; for this it is weil to have a 
special sponge and chamois leather ; w ater 
should be used plentifully for every part 
of the carriage, but above all for the pan­ 
els. 
Every Dart of the body should be 
carefully wiped dry. 
The under part and 
wheels are washed la s t; each wheel must 
be raised with a setter, cleansed w ith a 
sponge and plenty of water, and carefully 
dried. 
The spoke brush should be pro­ 
hibited in the coach house and never used 
under any circumstances. 
In conjunction 
with the dirt from the road, it acts like 
sand paper on the varnish, which it quickly 
scratches and then destroys tbe painting, 
the handle of the brush assisting in the 
work of destruction. 
The spoke brush is 
unnecessary for washing a carriage; a 
sponge and an abundant supply of water 
are equally effective, acd are free from its 
disadvantages. 
Brass and plated mountings are the most 
difficult parts to clean ; no acids or pig­ 
ments of a corosive nature should be em­ 
ployed, or, at least, only if used with tbe 
utm ost care and when the mountings are 
tarnished with verdigris. 
All “ polishing 
liquids” and "m etallic powders” burn or 
scratch the leather aud varnish, with which 
they are sure to come in contact. 
Careful 
coachmen keep the bras9 or plated m ount­ 
ings clean by frequently and energetically 
rubbing them with a woolen rag, or a small 
chamois leather, and, when sp itted, they 
use only a greasy substance, or nearly im­ 
palpable powder, to avoid scratching. The 
mountings so treated should be washed 
with a small sponge before again rubbing 
with a dry rag. 
Beads, caps, handles 
should all be treated in this manner. 
To 
clean the lamps properly, they snouid be 
removed from the carriage ; a little whiten­ 
ing mixed with spirits of wine should be 
applied to the plated insides and reflectors ; 
this, when dry, is rubbed off with a soft 
rag, leaving a brilliant polish ; the lamp 
should then be dusted with a soft brush, 
used exclusively for this purpose. W hiten­ 
ing and spirits of wine may be used with 
advantage for all silver-plated mountings. 
The polished parts may be kept a little 
greacy, and when necessary cleaned with a 
burnisher, or otherwise. 
There is, how­ 
ever, very little polished work about mo9t 
carriages. 
Heads, aprons, dash boards, wings, etc., 
are generally of enamelled or j spanned 
leather ; some few carriages, however, have 
heads aud aprons of oil leather. 
So long 
as this leather is mew it should Bimply be 
washed, but as soon as it commences to 
harden a light coating of pure neatsfoot oil 
should be applied in order to soften it. 
After allowing sufficient time for the oil to 
penetrate, the leather should be carefully 
wiped and brushed, to prevent it soiling or 
damaging'anythiDg with which it may come 
in contact. 
Enameled leather does not 
require so much attention ; washing it in 
an ordinary way and carefully wiping it is 
sufficient, but if from any cause it should 
become greasy a little soap with cold water 
will remove the grease ; should the leather 
become spotted, use a little linseed oil and 
wadding, as when removing stains from 
panels. 
The durability of any kind of 
leather depends especiallyon the care taken 
in the coach house; whether a carriage is 
covered up or not, the aprons Bhould be 
unfolded and stretched out ; the head 
should never be allowed to remain open, as 
the leather when folded together is apt to 
stick or crack. 
In any case, leather should 
never be allowed to remain in contact with 
a panel—the two will invariable become 
glued together, necessitating the renewal 
of the leather or the revarnishing or re­ 
painting of the panel. It is also advisable, 
when a carriage is to remain for Eome time 
in the coach house, to slightly strike the 
head joints, still keeping the head up, as 
this, by removing the strain on the leather, 
allows it to fold easily and closely when the 
head is opened. 
To keep the lining of a carriage fresh, 
as mucb care should be taken against damp 
as against dust. Cloth and all kind of ma­ 
terial must be well brushed, the carpet3 
shaken, the cushions and stageB beaten, 
etc. 
Cats, so often necessary in a coach 
bouse, are apt to enter the carriage and 
sleep on the cushions ; the windows should 
therefore be carefully closed, especially 
during the night, and the cover should be 
arranged so as to prevent these animals 
from entering the carriage. 
Morocco is 
easily cleansed with a moist chamois and a 
soft rag. 
Carriages with half heads have 
frequently, in addition to the usual coach 
house cover, a kind of curtain stretched 
from the head to the apron, and called a 
“ cat guard.” A carriage closed in this way 
must be frequently well aired, otherwise 
mold will appear wherever paste is used 
in the lining—that is, the broadlaee, cloth 
on glass frames, curtains, seat falls, etc. 


EGYPTIAN KNITTING. 


Tne Egyptians of the present—Kopts as 
well as Arabs—run about with bare feet. 
The ancient Egyptians, on the contrary, 
who are now only to be seen in a dried con­ 
dition in museums, posseseed a very good 
method of knitting stockings, as is shown 
in tbe collection at the Louvre, in Paris. 
In the grave of a mummy there were found 
a pair of knitted stockings, which gave the 
surprising evidence, firstly, th at short 
stockings, resembling socks, were worn by 
the ancient Egyptians ; and secondly, that 
the art of knitting stockings had already 
attained great perfection in ancient Egypt. 
These carious stockings are knitted m a 
very clever manner, and the material, fiae 
wool of sheep, th at might once have been 
white, is now brown with age. 
The 
needles 
w ith 
which 
the 
work 
was 
done must have 
been 
a little thick­ 
er than we 
shonld 
choose 
for 
the 
same 
purpose, 
and 
the 
knitting 
is 
loose 
and 
elastic. 
The 
stocking 
is begun just as we make the design, only 
in the simplest manner, with Bingle thread ; 
but in the continuation of tbe work it is 
not simply plain, but fanciful. 
The usual 
bordei of the stocking which prevents the 
rolling up of the work is narrow, consisting 
of a row of turned loops ; and the circle, 
the nicely shaped heel, which is a little 
different from "our method, show a very 
skillful hand. 
But in the point of the 
stocking there is a characteristic difference 
between the Egyptian stockings and our 
modern stockings. 
While ours end in a 
rounded point, the Egyptian stockings run 
out in two long tubes of equal length, like 
the fingers of a glove. 
This strange shape 
is made to suit the sandals, which are fur­ 
nished with a strap, fastened about the 
middle of the sandal ; and as the strap has 
to be laid over the stocking the division is 
needed.—[Textile Manufacturer.

the riverside. 
B at we never strayed far 
from home, f >r our parents had warned us 
not to do so, for fesr of oruel men. 
One 
day, when father and mother had gone out 
to walk, we heard strange sounds near us. 
Stealing to an ogeB space, Chippy and I 
saw a compjny ot men gazing up at us. 
W e started to run away, but it was tco 
late. 
I felt something around my neck 
like a snake.

STREET LIFE IN HAPLE3. 


No other city is so emphatically the city 
of the populace as Naples ; no otber popu­ 
lace is at once so degraded and so ubiqui­ 
tous, so low in the social scale, yet so irre­ 
pressible and all-pervading in its numbers. 
The dividing line between rags and re­ 
spectability is here non-existent, and the 
people are everywhere en evidence, sharing 
equally with their betters in the smiles of 
the universal benefactor, the sun, who 
cheers their poverty and gilds their tatters. 
It is this continual irruption of the lower 
orders, disgorged from their noisome dens 
to swarm in the principal thoroughfares, 
th at gives the streets of Naples their char­ 
acteristic aspect of bizarre animation. 
A 
great European city, overrun by a horde of 
gypsies or barbarians, might present such 
a Bpectacle as these teeming highways in­ 
undated by a vast proletariat in whose 
overwhelming preponderance the upper 
classes are completely swamped. The aris­ 
tocracy ana upper bourgeoise rarely go 
about on foot, and if a conventional bon­ 
net and fashionable costume 
are seen 
among the white kerchiefs and gay print 
skirts of the plebian srowd, they are sure 
to belong to some foreign tourist on an ex­ 
pedition to the Bilk-mercers of the Guantai 
Nuovi, or the lava and coral shops of Santa 
Lncia. 
The horrors of the poorest quar­ 
ters of Naples have often been descanted 
on by philanthropists, and by none more 
eloquently than by a learned and benevo­ 
lent Italian professor, who described his 
experience in the w riter’s presence. 
Amid 
the accumulated miseries tie witnessed, his 
compassion was especially aroused by one 
case, that of a widow, who with two chil­ 
dren, a boy and a girl, slept in a dark and 
noisome cellar, ao infested by rats that a 
large stone had to be kept within reach at 
night to repel their approaches. 
The prin­ 
cipal sustenanoe of the family consisted of 
w ater in whioh ohesnuts had been boiled, 
w ith some miscellaneous scraps; 
their 
clothing matched their food and lodging. 
From this wretchedness they were res­ 
cued by the Professor, by whose exertions, 
after having been washed and decently 
clad, they were placed in a sohool, where 
the children were taught, aud the mother 
employed as charwoman. 
A t the end of 
two months she threw np her situation to 
go back, with her children, to the old den. 
Tney were irreclaimable, and could not 
bear the restraints of civilization. 
But in 
mitigation of the misery of the Neapolitan 
rookeries, it must be said th at they are 
mere lairs, resorted to for sleep alone, 
while the remaining bnsiness of life is car­ 
ried on out of doors, in the most equably 
benign climate in the world. 
The back 
streets and blind alleys of Naples are the 
scene of a perpetual picnic, recalling the 
al-fresco housekeeping of a gypsy camp. 
Fire is rarely lit within doors, and culinary 
operations are carried on in the streets, 
over circular braziers in the shape of a 
warming pan, the charcoal in which is 
fanned to glowing heat with a disk of 
plaited straw, the invariable substitute for 
a bellows. 
These movable hearths in win­ 
ter become centers of attraction to passers- 
by, and the groups of loungers gathered 
roand them form a conspicuous feature of 
Neapolitan out-door life. Thestreet, which 
has served as a kitchen, is transformed into 
a banquet hall, where, about noon, the in­ 
habitants may be seen seated in front of 
their houses eating boiled chestnuts, or 
9labs of yellow meal polenta—macaroni, 
since the introduction of the grist tax, hav­ 
ing become rather an article of festive lux­ 
ury than of daily diet. 
In the street, too, 
are performed all save the most elementary 
operations toilet, and hair-dressing in ail 
phases invites the attention of the public, 
who are gratified with the sight of long 
black tresses in every stage of dishevel- 
ment. 
The lava pavement in front of the 
doors is furnished in the afternoon as a 


salon with a due allowance of rnsh-bot- 
tomed chairs, whose weight carrying powers 
w ould seem to be of a high order, judging 
from the ponderous rotundities they occa­ 
sionally sustain. 
These bulky matrons are 
generally engaged, like so many Parc3e, 
plyiog distaff and spindle, while the girla 
seated beside them are mere frequently in­ 
tent on their hemming and stiching—[Tem­ 
ple Bar.

THE STORY 
OF 
fS E TOMBS. 


T he literature of th e pyram ids w ould ap 
pear to be Hmitleea. 
T he latest contribu­ 
tion is from the pen of the em inent E ng­ 
lish astronom er, P rof. R ichard A. Proctor. 
D r. M acLeod in his w ork expresses the 
belief th a t th e pyram ids were built neither 
for 
tom bs, 
astronom ical purposes, 
n#r 
for idolatrous worship. 
Professor Sm yth 
holds th a t they were intended as a great 
national or w orld standard of w eights and 
m easures, founded on an exact knowledge 
of th e axis of rotation of th e globe— this 
theory originating, however, w ith John 
Taylor. 
Professor V an R hyn believes th a t 
th ey had no relation 
to 
astronom ical 
science, because one of those in th e field 
of S akksra faces lo u r and a half degrees 
east of north, aDd he holds th a t there is no 
sufficient w arrant for believing th a t they 


are anything else th an tombs. 
W e m ight 
cite m any conflicting authorities, b u t the 
present purpose is to outline the very latest 
contribution on this ever-interesting sub­ 
ject. 
Professor Proctor holds, in brief— 
and because his views im press us we give 
them prominence— th a t the pyram ids were 
mausoleums, chief tom bs w iti.in whole 
cem eteries of tombs, and were directly as­ 
sociated w ith the religious belief of the 
Egyptians, snd th a t belief was intim ately 
related to th e w orship of th e heavenly 
bodies, or th e horoecopy of th e skies, and 
w hat was th en deemed a science, astrology. 
I t will be interesting to glance a t the 
points he makes in hia latest paper on the 
subject, especially as some very good, b u t 
tim id, people were deprived of th eir peace 
of rnind two or three years ago by prophecies 
of dire m ishaps to overtake this m undane 
p uhere, betw een 1SS1 aud 188f>, on account of 
a supposed correspondence betw een the 
length of thechief gallery of thelargestof the 
pyram ids, and the num ber 1SS1, as well as 
its visual direction tow ard th e Pole star 
and th e relation of the planets at a tim e 
when th e great conjunction took place. Pro­ 
fessor P roctor iirs t considers the vast an­ 
tiquity of th e massive pile, built to last 
forever, 
and th e stones of w hich, the 
geologist finds, have lasted already aeons of 
years for every dsy th a t the pyram id itself 
has existed. 
I t is th e m ost ancient and 
impressive of m an’s works. 
The m asonry 
of the great pyram id am ounted to nearly 
90,000,000 cubic feet, from w hich th e vast 
labor bestow ed on it may be conceived. 
The very slabs of the subterranean cham ­ 
ber in their im m ensity were bronght some 
500 miles, by which some idea is given of 
th e tim e consum ed iu the construction, 
supposed to be 
164 years. 
Labor was 
cheap, life little valned by the despotie 
rulers cf th a t era, and the population was 
more th an vast in th a t region, hence the 
pyram ids were not, in one sense, costly 
structures. 
T h at they were national un­ 
dertakings m ust be true, for only by pub­ 
lic revenues and direction could th ey have 
been erected. W hether they were associated 
w ith th e religion of the people becomes, 
even a t this day, a very interesting ques­ 
tion. 
ProfeBEor Proctor replies in the 
affirm ative. 
H is reasons aro : 
The pyra­ 
mids were intended to cover the bodies of 
kings, b ut they had other purposes. 
If 
they 
were 
tom bs 
they 
had 
associa­ 
tion w ith religious belief. 
The Egyptian 
belief 
embraced 
th a t 
of 
a 
future 
state, 
and 
a 
resurrection 
of 
the 
body ; the form they laid down was to be 
theirs again, hence th e extrem e care taken 
of it in death. 
Cheops, th e builder of the 
great pyram id, is recorded as a pious 
king. 
From th e religion which th e Jew s 
hi ought out of E gypt, we know th a t E gyp­ 
tian religion inclnded the w orship of the 
powers of nature, and chiefly of the host 
of 
heaven. 
A stronom ical relatione we 
know were considered in th e Jew ish cere­ 
monial. 
Sunrise and sunset were the 
tim es for sacrifices ; the m ovem ents of the 
moon and th e planets for other observances, 
as well as the passage of the sun over the 
celestial equator ascendingly, for th e cele­ 
bration of th e feast of th e Passover, and 
descendingly for the feast of th e T aberna­ 
cles, and so on. 
The efforts m ade to di­ 
vorce th a t people from the w orship of the 
snn, moon and Btars, show w hat a hold it 
had taken upon th e Jew ish mind. 
V ery 
intense, th e r, m ast have been th e belief of 
th e Egyptians to have so im pressed their 
captives. 
Then consider the care taken to 
place th e pyram id, w ith the four sides fac­ 
ing the cardinal po>nts, and which was ac­ 
complished w ith a m inuteness scarcely a t­ 
tainable now by the best astronom ical and. 
m athem atical instrum ents made. W hy was 
this ? 
Because it had a relation to th e re­ 
ligion of th e builders. If we pu t ourselves 
! in th e place of those builders, having their 
know ledge 
of 
m athem atical 
seience, 
one is led to precisely such peculiari­ 
ties of 
stru ctu ra l detail as are found 
in the p y ra m id ; all th e features which 
have had so many fanciful interpretations 
are found to be essential to the exaut 
orientation of the pyram id. 
T here was 
an object in this, and it m ust have had con 
nection w ith th e religion of th e builders 
in some way. 
A ll theoretic contestants 
agree th a t the orientation is there, 
The 
only exact way of squaring the base was 
by a slan t passage through the solid rock 
directed on th e pole sta r when passing th e 
m e.idian below the pole. 
A fter awhile, as 
the structure grew, the passage would reach 
the face of th e pyram id, and the orienta­ 
tion could no longer be corrected by pole 
star observation. 
Reflection of a beam of 
light from th e star from a still-w ater su r­ 
face could be then used, and another pass­ 
age be carried np southw ard u n til the 
south face of 
th e pyram id should be 
reached. 
Such a passage, ju st as it is 
found in the g reat pyram id, m ast incline 
at th e same angle to th e horizon as the 
first, and the point of juncture, w here the 
reflector had to be, is perfect, and the 
stones there are fitted w ith such excep­ 
tional closeness as to have been regarded 
as a piece of profound sym bolization. R u t 
the m athem atieally beautiful m ethod by 
r.'hich th e orientation was seem ed, ie seen 
iu the grand gallery into w hich the second 
ascending passage opens. 
I t was closed 
after the death of Cheops, b nt considering 
it as it was prior thereto, it is found to 
command a long vertical slice of the so u th ­ 
ern sky precisely divided in half by the 
vertical line of the m eridian. 
The walls of 
the gallery are aslant to sn it architectural 
requirem ents, 
b ut vertical to m eet the 
w ants of the astronom er. 
The long verti­ 
cal steps, shallow horizontally ; the dim in­ 
ishing cross breadth of the long Lofty 
slice, as 
th e 
pyram id 
dim inishes 
to 
w ard 
th e 
top, 
insures 
architectural 
stability, and means astronom ical observa­ 
tion, especially w ith reference to tim e. 
A ll th is accords w ith th e belief th a t the 


structure was a tem ple before it was a 


tom b. 
These astronomical observations 
were religions observances. 
The astron­ 
om ers w ere th e p rie s ts ; th e astronom y 
itself was Btar worship, and th e priests 
were aLo prophets, ana from them has de­ 
scended to us not only so m uch of our cer­ 
emonial observances is we have derived 
from th e Jew s, b ut also those astronom ical 
superstitious which still bear sw ay over 
m illions, and still inflaenoe our language 
and our literature. 
So, then, th e Egyptian 
K ings builded to w orship stars, to prepare 
tom bs, to read the stars, and, by reading, 
rule th e stars. 
The old tradition recorded 
by Ibu Aba A lkokin th a t " in the begin­ 
ning of th e G reat Pyram id was a for­ 
tunate horoscope,” Proctor holds was no 
fable—the tom b-tem ple of the K ing-priest 
was his horoscope. 
This tem ple, then, 
reveals to us m uch of the history of those 
who built i t ; of the;r mode of governm ent; 
th e w retchedness of the people (in all th at 
constitutes the dignity of manhood); the 
worthlessness of their lives in the eyes oí 
th eir rulers ; of their religion ; their full 
faith in a future life ; their belief in the 
heavenly bodies as powerful gods ; cf their 
priestly prophecies, and of the belief of all 
(save, perhaps, the 
priests them selves, 
ad Is Mr. Proctor) in the teaching of the 
star-strew n skies. 
Such is, in b ritf, this 
em inent astronom er’s latest contribution to 
the noble science-of which he 
íb 
s o d istin ­ 
guished a disciple.

OUR 
NEW 
LAWS. 
. 


W e have com pleted a careful exam ina­ 
tion of th e A cts of the late Legislature 
which became laws. 
W ith 
b ut sma'* 
esteem for th e wisdom of the body, we 
find the anal} sis to show th a t the goot 
m easures outnum ber those th a t are posi­ 
tively bad, bu t are in the m inority as com­ 
pared to the aggregate of th e bad, indiffer­ 
en t and m erely formal. 
In contrast to the 
thousand 
bills introduced, 
the w orthy 
laws sink into microscopic insignificance. 
The prom inently wise m easures, now laws, 
are a num ber of bills in aid of the State 
U niversity ; the road law ; concerning tax 
sale redem ptions ; classifying m unicipal 
corporations ; providing for a preparatory 
course for the U niversity in th e common 
school system ; a new and good street law ; 
in aid of decrepit veterans of th e M exican 
w a r ; in aid of foundling asy lu m s; in aid 
of viticulture ; in aid of horticulture and 
the destruction of fruit-insect p e s ts ; pro­ 
tecting food fish ; settling contests as to pre­ 
ferred labor claims ; providing for a wall at 
th e Folsom Prison ; a fair m unicipal gov­ 
ernm ent bill—so m uch as applies to Sacra­ 
m ento has been fully set forth in these 
columns ; giving Boards cf H ealth control 
of drainage fittiugs for houses ; a county 
goverqjnent bill, about equally balanced 
betw een good and ill provisions ; in aid of 
silk culture ; to prevent the introduction 
of contagious diseases into the S tate ; pro­ 
viding additional accommodations for the 
insane ; requiring the insane w ith sufficient 
estates to pay for their care ; giving a fit 
salary to the clerk of th e S tate Board of 
Equalization ; providing for better invest­ 
m ent of school moneys ; aiding the State 
A gricultural Society ; aid irg the M ining 
B ureau ; paying some ju st claims ; aiding 
the industrial education of th e deaf and 
dum b and the blind ; providing for the care 
and repair of S tate buildings : and aiding 
S tate N orm al schools ; and subm itting the 
text-book question to a vote. 
On the other hand, a host of indifferent 
resolutions were pissed —and a very few 
w orthy ones. 
Some few am endm ents to 
the Codes w ere 
made, of no particular 
significance, the best beiDg a new prevision 
for authentication of m arriage. 
Among 
the laws to be condem ned as nnwise are 
the repeal of the Sunday law ; the im prac­ 
ticable oleom argarine bill ; the Statistical 
B urean bill, which has, however, some 
good m ingled w ith its doubtful provisions; 
the «Street railw ay tick et b ill; th e Lake 
Tahoe forestry bill—bad because lim ited to 
a sm all region, and hence tending to pre­ 
vent general remedies being applied ; the 
legislative and Congressional partisan ap­ 
portionm ent bills ; the bill legislating out 
of office R epublican H arbor Commission­ 
ers ; vacating a judicial office in M odo in­ 
stead of impeaching th e in cu m b en t; the 
hair-cutting bill for county prisoners. 
Some bills are of bu t little significance, 
as th at for destruction of wild anim als ; as 
to refunding th e indebtedness of cities : 
auditing accounts of the Insurance Com­ 
m issioner; the jurisdiction of Ju stic es; as 
to juvenile offenders ; as to th e m ethod of 
subm itting constitutional am endm ents ; as 
to draw bridges in cities ; purchasing por­ 
traits of Governor» ; as to th e m anner of 
assessing railroad property—all these are 
of a elass th a t the most ordinary legis­ 
lative body m ight deal w ith, and which 
are qf very ordinary character. 
A dd to 
these a few concurrent resolutions, some of 
w hich are vicious, th e ueaal tax levy and 
the appropriation bill, and the effective 
w ork of the Legislature is covered. 
Its sins of omission, 
num erous 
and 
positive ; its effort to pass vicious m eas­ 
ures assail! mg vital S tate and other in ter­ 
ests ; its reckless disregard of appeals for 
adm itted wise m easures dem anded by all 
the people, etc., m ust necessarily form the 
subject for distinct and fu rth er consider­ 
ation. 


TROUBLESOME 
TIMES 
IN 
FRANCE. 


Friends of republican forms of govern­ 
m ent look upon each day’s events in France 
w ith increasing anxiety. 
The rioting and 
threats of violence in P aris on th e p art of 
the reckless crew led by Louise M ichel 
cannot long continue w ithout shaking faith 
in the ab ility of the G overnm ent to m ain­ 
tain its power over th e tu rb u len t classes. 
Turbulence, indeed, has become a disease 
amoDg the reckless m etropolitan French, 
and w hatever form of governm ent is set 
up, they are ready to resist it and involve 
it in trouble. 
The confessed weakness of 
the present G overnm ent is th e greatest 
danger to the country. 
M enaced on one 
side by m onarchists, and on the other by 
the conglom erate mase of anarchists, so­ 
cialists and disaffected republicans ; bated 
in front by the m inority in th e Cham ber 
th a t would rejoice in the fall of the R epub­ 
lic, and honnded in the rear by th e chnrch 
and priesthood, w ith th e poorer classes at 
their back, the M inistry has cause for con­ 
fessing to extrem e annoyance, b u t not for 
such trepidation and lack of energy as has 
recently characterized it. 
Two weeks ago 
we were given reason to believe th a t a vig­ 
orous policy would be inaugurated, and ag­ 
gressive measnreB taken to quell the incen­ 
diaries and intim idate th eir more aristo­ 
cratic confederates among the m onarchists. 
N ow we shall expect a t any m om ent to 
hear the call to civil war. 
Even then we 
m ay hope for th e Republic, 
In the beartg 


of the rural maeses it has its strength, and 
if th e authorities bu t give them a grain of 
encouragem ent they will come to their sup­ 
port. 
B ut they desire no war, and if 
weakness and tim idity is m anifest on the part 
of those from whom th ey have the right to 
expect courageous and prom pt action, they 
will as quickly abandon them and fly to 
the first strong arm th a t promises peace to 


the country. 


COLLEGE ATHLETTCS. 


The recent aunnal contest betw een the 
Oxford 
and 
Cambridge 
boating clubs 
brings to th e front again the question of 
the usolessuess of this kind of athletics. 
There has in recent years been a growing 
sentim ent th a t too much attention is given 
to these things, 
and th a t the exercise 
called for by college boat-racing is far from 
beneficial. 
The training necessary ex­ 
hausts the nervous energy by comm anding 
it in one direction, and as a result the abil­ 
ity to stu d y is lessened, and not infre­ 
quently wholly paralyzed. 
N o one nearB 
of college athletes after th ey leave the 
halls. 
T ee great m ajority of them are ab­ 
norm ally developed, and th eir brain power 
being sacrificed to tb eir m uscular, in very 
many cases they leave college ill formed, 
both intellectually aud physically. 
The 
terrible strain consequent upon athletic 
com petition among those who study and 
are not given to vigorous daily m anual 
labor tends to break dow n the m ost vigor­ 
ous constitutions. 
W e can no more afford 
to forc3 th e body than the brain.

Delicate organizations should be built up 
by generous food and generous exercise ; 
strong ones are not necessarily im proved by 
hsrculian exertions. 
W e are satisfied th at 
th e day is not far d istan t w hen universi­ 
ties will pu t a lim it upon college athletics, 
and th a t the result will be m ost beneficial.

SPECIALISTS. 


The m edical journals th a t come to hand 
these days have a reading betw een the lines 
th a t indicate the approach of the period 
w hen specialty practice will be the rule, 
and general prRjtice th e exception. 
I t is 
certain sow tn a t th e treatm en t of the ear, 
the eye, the throat, the skin, the lungs, 
etc., is being coneented to as specialty by 
th e schools of general medicine. 
R ut it is 
not to be understood th a t the medical edu­ 
cation of the future is to be any the less 
thorough. 
On the contrary, it is held, 
w ith good reason, th a t the curriculum of 
th e medical colleges will broaden, aud the 
course become more severe. 
The study of 
microscopy w ith thoroughness, for instance, 
is becoming the rule, w hile the m echanical 
appliances in Burgery are so num erous and 


bc perfect th a t a Btudy is springing up 
devoted wholly to the inveotive branch of 
the science. 
The range of science has so 
widened, and dem and so m uch 
of the 
best efforts of the m edical profession, th at 
it is not possible for th e physician in 
active practice to keep pace w ith it by ex­ 
perim ent or personal exam ination, and he 
is of necessity compelled to tru st to the 
researches of others, and to commit the 
details of not a few of the branches of his 
profession to those who, in order to ac­ 
complish the task, m ust devote th eir lives 
to a given departm ent ef study, and to 
research in specified directions alone.

is unquestionably best for m ankind th a t 
this is so.

The order cf publication of the “ History 
of the Pacific States of N orth A m erica’’ has 
been varied by the presentation of the first 
volume on Mexico, immediately after the first 
volume on C entral America. 
This is done to 
enable the author to bring the histories of 
Mexico aud Central America side by side 
down to about the year 1800. 
The territorial 
peculiarities of the subject, the continuity of 
the historical narrative, and ths natural or 
der of events, all furnish sufficient excuse for 
this procedure, if excuse were needed. 
For 
the reader, we incline to the belief th at this 
parallelism will prove more acceptable than 
the original plan, as It will give him the 
opening pages cf the histories cf these con­ 
tiguous countries far earlier than if confined 
to one section until its history thould be com­ 
pleted, 
M r. Bancroft opsns his H istory of Mex­ 
ico, than which the annals of no c -uutry 
of the western nembphare is surrounded by 
so much of tragic and rom antic interest, with 
a glance at the state of European discovery 
aud government iu America during the first, 
quarter of a century after the landing of Co- 
lum tus on San Salvador. W ith commendabl 
celerity we are brought to the date (1516) 
when a hundred ar more ef the Darien 
colonists 
went 
over 
to 
Velaequez 
in 
Cuba, 
and 
among 
whom 
was Beru&l 
Diaz del Castillo, who became one of the 
chick historians of the conquest ef Mexico. 
The account is then given of the departure o: 
these colonists under Cordoba ia two ships, 
to which Velazqcez added a third/upon a 
voyage undertaken to engage in the slave 
trade from the G uanajs islands. 
As to the 
original purpose of this expedition there has 
been much division of opinion. 
The voy­ 
agers were themselves careful to declare sub­ 
sequently th at it was an expedition of dis­ 
covery, 
but 
Las 
Caeas 
asserts 
that 
they went out to capture Indians. 
Mr. 
Bancroft 
exhaustively considers 
all 
the 
authorities on this mooted question, and 
clearly establishes th at the public doenmeuts 
concerning the expedition falsify the facts, 
and th at the real intent of the adventurers 
was to take Indian slaves for the Cuban fields 
and such gold al»o as they might find. 
The 
Bhips sailed from H abana February 8, 1517, 
aud went westward. A t this point it is shown 
by our author th at M r. Prescott was in error 
when he declares that Cordoba was driven 
far from hia course by heavy gales, acd that 
the expedition started for one of the Bahama 
islands. 
As those islands are east from H a 
bana, and Cape San Antonio is on the west, 
which was reached in four dayp, ther, as the 
expedition sailed westward according to all 
the authorities, and the storm broke on them 
after passing the cape, the ehips were, ac­ 
cording to M r. Prescott, driven by stress of 
weather out of the course in which they 
sailed, and yet sailed in that direction iu fair 
weather. 
Y et M r. Bancroft admits Ires- 
cott’s pages to be rem aikably fair and judi­ 
cious in the main, but holds that he was too 
partial to a certain class of material, aud 
of authorities. 
W e cite this instance of 
criticism 
to 
point 
the 
fact 
th at 
our 
California author, in taking issue with his dis­ 
tinguished predecessors a t times, invatiably 
cites his evidences, and makes by citation 
and comparison the testim ony clear upon 
which he bases his own judgment. 
I t has 
been charged th at these books under review 
give evidence of a dogm atic disposition, but, 
3b in the case above cited, we have found no 
arbitrary unsupported statem ents, hut in 
every instance a setting out cf adequate 
proofs in the foot-notes on every disputed 
point. 
Mr. B inerof-'a work, as it appears 
to us, is a compendium of authorities, quite 
as much as an original effort, and the reader 
is enabled, by the rem arkable fullness of quo­ 
tation and voluminous citation, to form a de­ 
liberate judgment as to w hether Mr. Bancroft 
sustains himself. 
The expeditionists, after 
fonr days’ sail, landed on an island where 
were found evidences of a partial civiliza­ 
tion, and next made a point they named De 
Las Mugeres, where the Indians engaged 
them. 
Two weeks later they arrived at Cam­ 
peche, from which they were expelled by the 
threats of the natives, and after a variety of 
adventures returned to Cuba, where Cordaba 
died of bis wounds. 
This brings us to the 
new expedition planned by Velasquez in 
1518, and commanded by Grijalva, who struck 
the continent at Cozumel Island, and after 
proceediFg as far as Bahia de la Ascension, 
and being convinced Y ucatan was not an 
island, returned to Campeche and named the 
penin ula New Spain. 
The expedition then 
proceeded down the west coast, and thence 
up to San 
Juan 
de U lba, occasionally 
holding 
converse 
with 
the 
natives, 
trading 
for 
tbeir 
gold, 
surprised 
at 
their w ell-built homes, their temple?, and 
shocked at their human sacrifices, One of the 
ships under Alvarado now returned to Cuba 
with spoils and the sick, while the others 
continued northwestward, and after some 
6tirring adventures returned to Cuba Novem­ 
ber lit. 
Mr. Bancroft at much length ex­ 
tols the character of Grijalva, in contrast 
to th at of his crafty uncle, V elazquez; the 
former, a modest, noble spirit, honest, chiv­ 
alrous, and true to his trusts ; the latter sus­ 
picious and deceitful, easily worked upon by 
designing meo, and w ithout scruples when 
gold w39 involved or hollow glory to be won, 
T wo of such qualities could Dot long consort, 
and Grijalva was dismissed by the jealous 
Governor, for whom he was too conscientious 
by half. 
All Cuba was new aroused by the 
spirit of discovery. 
The Alcalde of Santiago, 
Hernán Cortes, backed by the influence of the 
Governor’s Secretary, Duero, and the royal 
contador, Lares, was chosen for the next ex­ 
pedition as its Captain-General, 
A chapter 
is devoted to the life cf this adventurous 
man, and it m ust suffice to say th a t it is a 
very pleasing example of the author’s ana­ 
lytical style. 
A t times a little florid, some­ 
times perhaps too detailed, but as a whole a 
section of the work that is especially attrac­ 
tive, aud goes far toward illum inating the 
subsequent accounts of Cortes’ remarkable 
career. 


The new expedition, concerning the owner­ 
ship cf which there has been such dis­ 
pute, and which Bancroft establishes to have 
been joint between the Governor and his 
captain, set sail—after Velazquez had begun 
to doubt Corte?, and had intrigued to sup­ 
plant him, despite his labors of preparation 
—November 18, 1518. 
I t is not our purpose 
to pursue details. 
Chapter V I. introduces 
us to Cortes’ captains, and brings us down 
to the ariival of the fleet at San Juan de 
U lua. 
Prior to entering upon the further 
annals of the crusade, our author considers 
the country and its inhabitants, and partic­ 
ularly th at idicsyncracy cf the aboriginal 
m ind which opened the door to the invaders. 
This chapter 
íb , historically, the best effort 
in the line of conciseness in the entire vol­ 
ume, and is the briefest and clearest exposi­ 
tion yet made concerning the forms of N ahua 
and M aya civilmations, in any of the Mexi­ 
can historie?, and of the civil polity of the 
Aztecs, the character of Montezuma, and the 
religions of the strange peoples, who were so 
alarmed by the advent of the bearded white 
men. 
The historian resumes the narrative of 
conquest with Chapter V III., and the ro­ 
m antic story of M arina and the union of her 
fate with ths fortunes of Cortee. The volume 


closes w ith August, 1521, and the completion 
at ths M exican capital of the bloody con­ 
quest, and the dismissal by Cortes cf his

H ith trto e n m e th e S o a n ia rd sto m u r­ 
der and to rob—to rob an d m u rd e r in th e nam e of 
ch a rity and sw eet heaven.” 
In a note fcUoaing this quotation, the 
author states his conviction that, taken as a 
whole, the testimony of eyi-xitnesssa and 
the esriy chronicles on the conquest may l>3 
considere 1 as iully np to the average of his­ 
torical evidence. 
W hile there is, he admits, 
no iitrle exaggeration, and seme downright 
roendnci‘y, such were the num ber of the wit­ 
nesses, the time, place and circumstances ol 
their several relations, and the clearness cf 
their tee'imcny, th at we find no difficulty, 
with regard to aDy im port a t matters, in de­ 
termining tru th and falsehood. 
W hen, in 
ad '¡Lion to Cue writings of t. e Spaniards, we 
have architectural remains as c'-llateral evi­ 
dence, eveiy searcher aft*r tru th may be satis­ 
fied. 
Ho pays, at the close of the volume, a 
fitting tribute of es‘eem to Prescott, whose 
only 
fantt, 
he 
beiieves, 
was 
excess 
of amiability. 
He exp-esaes his ad .-¡ira- 
t i -n 
for the m n 
and 
the 
author in 
terms 
which leave 
no doubt 
of 
the 
sinceri.y and conscientious character of his 
r revic-us cri; ¡cisma of his worhs. 
Closing the 
volume af tr a reading full cf pieaeu.e, we 
look back upon the work as one of greatest 
value to the literary world. 
The 112 close 
pages giving the authorities exemined dis­ 
close to us the patient and exhaustive re­ 
search th at must bare preceded the penning 
of the book, which, however, without tt at 
evidences the same fact up in 6very page. 
The interest ia better m aintained thou in the 
immediately preceding volume, the narra­ 
tive is closer in the relationship of iti several 
parts, acd the diction is more finished acd 
lesB formal. 
The anther has happily kept 
Liaiself free from mere and gross detail?, acd 
takes the reader along higher walks and by 
more direct routes to the chief events ia tbe 
conquest c-f M txico. 
H e appears to be in 
deeper sym pathy with the conquered, but his 
lia s is not of th at character which blinds to 
the (ruth or obscures the historical vision.

M aJ !RCA 
AND SICILY. 


The Rev. II. C hristm as, in the first vol­ 
ume of his “ Shores aud Islands of the 
M editerranean,” published in 1851, relates 
tfie following story, which is both amusiDg 
and characteristic, as to th e th en existing 
state of clerical influence and practice ex­ 
ercised in dom estic affairs in th e Spanish 
island of M ajorca : A young couple pre­ 
sented them selves to be m arried. 
The 
parish priest objected to perform the cere­ 
mony, as the parties stood w ithin the pro­ 
hibited degrees of consanguinity, which he 
dem onstrated thus : T heir m others are god­ 
m others to th e sam e child ; this, in the 
eyes of the C hurch, m ade them sisters 
from th a t tim e forth, and th eir m utual 
progeny first cousins. 
T he lovers repu­ 
diated the logic w ith the tfuod crat dimon- 
Hlrandam, aud appealed to the bishop. The 
prelate said there was no rem edy bu t a 
dispensation from 
Rome. 
" W e cannot 
w ait so long,” cried the disconsolate pair. 
" T h e re ’s no occasion,” said the bishop; 
" wo have them read y ,” and he opened a 
draw erfui, »6 prom ptly as Shylock pro­ 
duces his scales. 
“ Pay tw enty dollars and 
the business is done.” They could aB easily 
have paid the national debt tIf England, 
and were about to go home in despair. 
The m other of th e girl, a strong-m inded 
woman, endeavored to shake th e bishop, 
b u t he was inexorable. 
“ Take the key of 
th e house, and take m y d au g h ter,” she 
said to the expectant bu t discom forted 
son-in-law ; " h is lordship knows th at the 
tw en ty dollars had nothing to do w ith the 
m erits of the case. 
Since yon are unable 
to pay for the biessing of th e C nurcb, you 
m ust m ake the best shift you can w ithout 
it.” 
" N o , n o !” exclaim ed the w orthy 
bishop, a little alarm ed at the tu rn m atters 
were taking ; “ we m ust have no scandal 
here. 
I will give you th e dispensation 
rath er than allow such irregular proceed- 
mgs. ’ 
And so the priest, furnished w ith 
the talism anic bit of parchm ent, united 
them forthw ith, and all parties w eut on 
their way rejoicing. 
As & pendant to this anecdote related by 
M r. Christm as, we beg to subjoin one, 
som ething sim ilar, and a little more highly 
colored, though not exaggerated, which is 
vouched far by a returned traveler, many 
years ago, in Sicily. 
There is no occasion 
to m ention th e exact date. 
The young 
C ount A 
fell desperately in love with 
his cousin, th e only daughter and heiress 
of the Prince and Princess of P 
; the 
young iady reciprocated his passion, and 
both families were anxious for the m ar­ 
riage, w hich would unite and keep together 
tw o large estates. 
B ut in this case, the 
couple were bona fide first cousins, and a 
dispensation from the Pope was im perative. 
In Sicily they did not keep them ready, as 
ic M ajorca, and money, w ith the A rch­ 
bishop of Palerm o, was not to be named. 
Pius the Seventh was at th a t tim e a close 
prisoner at hountaioeblean, and betw een 
the vigilance of the English blockading 
cruisers and the severity of Napoleon’s 
N oninterccurse A ct, it was extrem ely diffi­ 
cult to get access to the Holy Father. E x­ 
pense being no consideration w ith the par­ 
ties interested, 
a confidential messenger 
wa« privately dispatched, who, after en ­ 
countering unheard of obstacles, and a te­ 
dious delay of several m onths, a t length 
returned w ith the long-looked for docu­ 
ment. 
The young lovers hastened in ec- 
stacy to the A rchbishop, who solemnly in­ 
dued hie spectacles, opened th e packet and 
exam ined its contents w ith tantalizing 
scrutiny. 
A fter a careful pernsal of the 
dispensation, he shook his head in ominous 
incredulity. 
The w riting was so bad th at 
he could scarcely decipher it. 
The forgery 
was palpable. 
" M y children,” said oet in 
a desponding tone, " siamo tutti coglionati, 
we are all hoaxed. 
This is not the hand 
of H is Holiness, w ith which I am well ac­ 
quainted. 
I t ia a m iserable im itation, ill- 
spelt, abom inably scraw led, and the form 
nncanom cal.” 
B ath lovers were in ago­ 
nies. 
They storm ed, threatened, expoetu- 
ted, im plored and wept. 
In vain they sug­ 
gested th a t the Pope was old and nervous, 
and th a t his hand shook, and his memory 
failed him, and th at it was a trebly cruel 
case th a t so much happiness should be 
wrecked on a technicality. 
F athers and 
m others on both sides came in to their as­ 
sistance, and at last the good prelate re­ 
lented. 
" I see a w ay,” he said, " to m a k e 
all sm ooth. 
I believe this a w retched fab­ 
rication”— which ho tore in pieces— “ I 
will exert an episcopal power, as access to 
the Sovereign Pontiff is impossible, and 
dispense you from the obstacle. The Pope, 
when free, will confirm my act. 
Go, my 
children, and be happy.” 
They adopted 
this considerate expedient, and in a very 
short tim e were joined together ; and a 
happy couple they w ere.—[Leslie’s Sunday 
Magazine.

1879, 12 399; 1878, 20,055; 1877, 7.930; 
1876, 24 360 
Sergeant Berwick, who has charge of the 
Government weather in this city, has struck 
a ray .f hope. He sayp : The barometrical 
changes in the past eight, hours are greater 
than they have been for the last four or five 
weeks, which is an evidence that a change in 
the weather is approaching, whether for 
good or bad is not very easy to tell; but 
judging from the barometer aud the wind's , 
direction, there appears to be a storm-wave i the rule. 
approaching the Pacific coast near Olympia. 
The course it will take after reaching land it 
is impossible to tell; if it takes a southerly di­ 
rection we will probably get severe weather ; 
if it panne* an easterly direction we will 
probably have cloudy weather, and maybe 
rain; but if it gees to the northeast, then 
vary little change ia the weather may be 
looked for. 


Preliminary Examination of the Parties 
¿ceased 
Yesterday at 1 o’clock was the hour set for 
beginning the examination in Woodland of 
ex-Sherilf Rahm and George Rahm, charged 
with the murder of John E. Maltby, who 
was Under-Sheriff of Yolo county at the 
lime of his death. The details of the arrest 
of ex-Sheriff Rahm, his cousin George Rahm, 
and John Appleby, the ex jailer, were pub' 
liahed in the Kkoukd-Unjon over a moctn 
ago.Yesterday morning Deputy Sheriff Law­ 
son, of Yolo, came down from Fol;otn, hav­ 
ing in charge a convict kDown aa “ Bodie 
Smith, who is now serving a sentence of fif­ 
teen years for murdering a mau named Miner 
Patterson. The convict was taken to Wood­ 
land to testify in the Rahm examination. 
Some of the officers interested in the arrest 
of the men left for WToodland on the 11:30 
train yesterday ; also E. B. Willis, who wi.l 
make a stenographic report of the testimony, 
newspaper representatives and several friends 
of the accused men and of the late John 
Maltby. 
Early in the morning the town of Wood­ 
land was all excitement; many people had 
arrived from all parts of the county, and 
others from various parts of the State. Never 
before has there been such interest mani­ 
fested by the people of Yolo county in a 
criminal case. An hour before the time for 
the examination the Ccurt-room of the Su­ 
perior Court was crowded to overflowing. 
Hundreds tried to gain admission, but could 
not.A few minutes after 1 o’clock Justice Cro­ 
nin took his seat and ex-Sheritf Rahm ap 
peared in Court, accompanied by his counsel, 
G. A. Knight, F. E. Baker, J. Lambert and 
C. H. Garoutte. The people were represented 
by District Attorney Craig, who, when the 
Court was called to order, moved that a con­ 
tinuance he granted until this morning at 9 
o’clock, as Charles T. Jones, who has been 
engaged as leading counsel in the case, was 
detained in a case in the Sacramento Court 
and could not be present until that time. 
The motion wae argued by all the counsel for 
the defense aud the District Attorney, and 
was finally denied, 
George P. Harding, attorney for Appleby, 
asked for a separate examination for his 
client, which was granted. 
The witnesses were sworn and put uuder 
The prosecution called forty-three 
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witnesses and tne defendants fifty-one. The 
calling aud swearing of wituesses, and the 
argument of the motion for continuance, oc­ 
cupied the time cf the Court until 3 o’clock.

time there was a straw-stack at the corrals 
surrounded by a stout fence, a poition being 
six boards high and the remainder of it eight 
feet high. This inciosure was about 10 by 20 
feet in size. 
The stack had been con­ 
siderably torn down by stock; it was 
about 80 feet from the barn. A corpse 
was found inside of this inclosure, on the 
south eide of the sta.k, about the 1st of 
April, ou a Sunday. I do not know the ex­ 
act date. I was told that the body was that 
of John Maltby; the dead man was laying 
on his side, extending from east to w-st, with 
his hat over his head as if put there to shield 
his head : the body was in a natural position; 
there was no evidence of any struggle; a 
bottle was near by (witness was shown a bot­ 
tle) ; this is like it ; it was corked and labeled 
“ strychnine.” When I arrived several people 
were there. I had not been there within two 
weeks prior to that time ; cattle had not been 
in that corral the week previous, but had 
been there about two weeks prior; there 
were no bogs in that part of the corral, and 
none could get in there ; J. O. Connors, Jesse 
Waiters and L. D. Stoutenbnrg were there 
when I came ; the bottle was leaning against 
the stack about four feet from the body. 
Deceased had on a heavy chinchilla 
coat aud dark pants. I started out to the 
corral to look for cows. George Hollings­ 
worth told me as I was on the road that a 
dead man had been found at our slaughter­ 
house ; eeveral persons were at the sLughter- 
house before me. I do not know whether the 
body had been disturbed or not. The label 
was on the bottle, but was very ineecurrly 
fastened. Two men are employed at the 
slaughter-house. I had not beou in the corral 
where the body was found for three months 
prior to this time. Tbere were three good 
wide gates between the road and Beamer’s 
slough. The easiest and mcst usual way 
would be to go through one gate and across 
the field. The nearest corral to the road 
contains about one acre ; the next one is 
smaller, and the other ia as before stated, To 
be put in this one a body would have to be 
lifted over a high fence. I did not notice 
any scars or abrasions on the body. 
It was much decomposed. I did not make a 
careful examination of it. It had on a heavy 
every day coat and do not think it was in­ 
tended as an overcoat. The grain was grow­ 
ing in the field, and was about 6 inches high. 
There was no regular route from the road 
Beamer’s field through these gates, but you 
could get there through them. They are not 
locked, but are usually closed. 
William Moore testified to having found 
the body while out walking with his mother 
and Mrs. Lyford, and also to giving informa­ 
tion to the Coroner. He was corroborated 
by tbe two ladies mentioned. The Court 
then adjourned until this morning. 
Charles T. Jones made his final argument 
in the Lee Hung arson case last evening, and 
will leave for Woodland this morning.

W h*t a problem it is that lies before as­ 
tronomers when we consider what bud spots 
really mean ? The great atmosphere of the 
buo, whose breath is flame, is yet so cool 
compared with bis intensely glowing surf­ 
ace that it absorbs a large proportion of his 
light as well as of his heat. 
It absorbs so 
much that it actually changes his color. 
There can be no manner of doubt, from 
w hat Professor Langley has shown about 
the absorptive qualities of that atmosphere, 
th at were it suddenly stripped off the suu 
would shine not only with greatly increased 
brightness, but with a bluish violet color. 
In a very short time indeed that color 
would seem white again to our eyes, grown 
accustomed to the change ; after w hich, the 
sudden restoration of the absorbing atmos­ 
phere would change the sun to an orange- 
red orb, which' only after awhile would 
seem to our eyes a white globe as before. 
But while the general absorptive action of 
the sun is wonderful, the story ia still 
more wonderful which the spectroscope has 
to tell about the specific absorptive effects 
due to its constitution. 
W e find that, 
whereas in our air the vapor of water ia 
present (to condense into water drops and 
forms cloud at certain levels, and to change 
to ic«. crystals and form cirrus at higher 
levels), in the sun the atmosphere is laden 
with the vspora of iron, copper, zinc, sodi­ 
um, magnesium, and like elements, to form 
clouds of metallic drops, great gatherings 
of metallic crystals, while the rains that 
pour down toward the concealed true globe 
of the sun are mighty showers cf molten 
metal. 
When a hurricane occurs in the 
sun, the clouds which form the sun’s surf­ 
ace are swept along, or whirled around, not 
at the rate at which we measure cur 
storms, but with a velocity compared with 
which their swiftest motion is as rest. The 
solar tornadoes rage, not over a few hun­ 
dred square miles, but over regions as large 
as the whole eurface of the earth, over 
hundreds, even thousands of millions of 
square miles : and they travel over these 
enormous regions at a rate not of so many 
miles per hour or per minute, but of many 
miles, sometimes more than a hundred 
miles, in every second of time. 
Such 
storms are in progress now where we see 
the spots upon the 3uu. 
Such storms tell 
us of the activity of that great central en­ 
gine whose throbs are the life-beat3 of the 
Bolar system. 
We measure the sun’s work, 
perforce, by our own forms of work. 
We 
speak cf his em asion of light and heat as 
corresponding to what would result from 
the burning of eleven thousand millions of 
millions of tons of the finest coal in every 
second of time. 
But what mind can con­ 
ceive the real vitality of that mighty orb 
which seems so silent and so still in our 
skies ? The throhbiDg of the great engine 
which beats out light and life to the whole 
family of planets can only be seen by the 
mind’s eye, and as yet that eye is no more 
capable of seeing the sun’s work as it really 
is thau is the bodily eye of seeing the dist­ 
ant millions of suns which the great gaug­ 
ing telescopes of the Hersehels bring within 
our ken. 
Nor can the mental ear he&iken 
to the uproar and tum ult with which the 
work of the great central engine is accom­ 
plished, or imagine what would be heard if 
one conld visit that spot which looks like 
a tiny speck on the sun’s surface, and, pass­ 
ing below the lioiita of the solar air so that 
sound waves couid reach him, could find (as 
assuredly ha would if he could live at a 
tem perature which turns the hardest metal 
into vapor) all form3 of noire known to us 
—the roar of the typhoon, the crash of 
thunder, even the hideous groaning of the 
earth-throe—surpassed a million-fold by 
what takes place within every square mite 
of that disturbed region.—(London Times.

T o o trt W ootsies.— Babies' feet, says 
E. B. W ., in the New York Times, ara o"b- 
jects of unlimited admiration ; the soft 
curves and outlines and tbe perfect nails 
do not in the least suggest the cramped 
and misshapen form they will take after 
a while, in all human probability. Thought­ 
lessness and a mistaken notion of economy 
cause the lack of beauty and the sense of 
discomfort about tbe feet cf tbe half grown 
boy or girl. 
Children are frequently made 
to wear shoes that they have outgrown be­ 
cause tbey are not worn ont. 
“ Best ” 
shoes are almost always too small when 
tbey are purchased, and as they are only 
worn occasionally, the feet change and en­ 
large, and are injured by the ill-fitting 
shoe. 
Tbe nails should be cared for and 
looked after by the mother just as consci­ 
entiously as the morals of the child. 
Many an honr of secute pain, as well as of 
loss to the man or woman, may be charged 
to the neglect of the nails in childhood. If 
the discovery is made that the shoe is op­ 
pressing the foot and crowding the nails, it 
woQid be better to remove tbe shoe and let 
the child go without rather than continue 
its nse.

CU RIOSITIES 
OF 
ELECTRICITY . 


George Le Cronier, in the Review of the 
Teleyrapk anti Telephone, says : 
W hat 
lightning abhors and w bat electricity ab­ 
hors ia water. 
Still we are told, and the 
fact is undisputed, th at water is s conductor 
and th at glass is a non-conductor. 
W e use 
the glas3 and the lightning rpd or telegraph 
wire together because they act as o n e; if 
tbe glass were not a conductor as well its 
contact would divert the current, conse­ 
quently it is as much a conductor as the 
lightning rod; as both conduct,both sbould 
be called conductors. 
So of w ater ; we 
are told that a lightning rod is put into the 
ground where it is damp th at the w ater or 
dampness may conduct it, but instead of 
conducting it it is the best element to kill 
it, and this is the use th at it answers, the 
vacuum current that jumps in water the 
narrow space from wire to wire is not done 
by the conductivity of the water, but 
despite it—as the interval must be just in 
proportion to the strength of the current— 
if increased the leap must be made j if 
water was a conductor, the greater the inter­ 
val the greater the conductive power. And 
so we have by the tame perversion a suu- 
Btance like am btr that attracts, called a 
negative—why call the active power a neg­ 
ative? 
In powder the three ingredients, 
niter, sulphur and charcoal, containing little 
muisture and teiDg also of different tem ­ 
perature, when brought together and acted 
on by heat, explode—it is an attem pt to 
combine by fire three temperatures th a t re ­ 
fuse to fuse. The phenomenon seen in win­ 
ter when a comb is run through the hair 
and the spark is produced is due to the fact 
th at three dry substances, the hair, the 
comb and the hand, each of different tem ­ 
perature, are brought in contact by fric­ 
tion. The disturbance produces the sparks. 
If the friction ia continued any time, the 
sparks will be found to diminish just in the 
proportion as the tem perature of the three 
becomes equalized by the friction of heat ; 
this effect cannot be produced in summer, 
the hand and the hair containing too much 
moisture. 
We are told that by running 
our feet over a carpet we charge our body 
with electricity from the carpet, and by 
this means we are able to light a gae burner. 
This is incorrect. 
By running round the 
room with tbe index finger etauding alone 
we make it still more dry, which is already 
comparatively dry in winter, and then the 
dry finger, the dry gas burner and the dry 
gas is ignited, when in contact, by the dry, 
warm air of the warmed room. 
We could 
d rj the finger as well by sitting in a chair 
and making the finger out the air. 
We 
also have it givoa to usi n trea? ises on elec­ 
tricity that a certain woman by putting her 
fiDger in line contact with a brass knob 
upon a heated stove was discovered to be 
able to cause sparks to proceed from her 
body through her finger to the knob, and 
that the exercise after awhile became ex­ 
hausting to her, whereas no spark ever pro­ 
ceeded from her body—a human body can­ 
not produce a spark, but was produced by 
contact or near contact of her dry, bony 
fiuger, the tem perature of the brasa knob 
and the iron stove all being different and 
being excited thereto by the heat of the 
air. Neither can electricity enter the body, 
as its humidity repels it. 
That explains 
the electric shock ; the electricity is ab­ 
ruptly stopped. 
Persons killed by light- 
niDg have not so much as a hair scratch to 
show its effect, and it has the whole surface 
of the body to oppose it. 
When it is said 
that a mark has been made it is a misap­ 
prehension ; it is attracted by the dry cloth­ 
ing when everything else that is exposed is 
wet. 


TH E 
GÜIHEA 
FOW L 
A S 
GAME. 


There are numbers of guinea fowl wild 
in the Island of Santo DomiDgo, and they 
have been there beyond the memory of the 
oldest inhabitant. 
They are very prolific, 
I have often seen as many as fifteen in a 
brood. 
I think they hatch oftener than 
once a y e a r; at least, they hatch at any 
and all seasons of the year. 
They are to 
be found about the corn and rice fields, as 
well as in the |opeu savanna miles away 
from any food, except such as is afforded by 
the native grasses. 
Their crops often show 
nothing but grass seed of different varie­ 
ties. 
They are an exceedingly shy bird, 
difficult 
to approach, and wonderfully 
BtroDg and swift on the wing, aB different 
from the tame bird as a wild hog is from 
the domestic animal. 
On one occasion we 
made camp late in the afternoon at a cattle 
station in the savanna, where the proprie­ 
tors came twice a vear to brand the calves 
and select the beeves, stopping three or 
four weeks each time. 
Duriag the rest of 
the year no one lived there. 
Near sur- 
down, attem pted by the balmy atmosphere 
and witching lights and shades, I strfiled 
some distance from the camp, and saw a 
very large covey of guineas. 
I promised 
myself some sport in tbe morning, and was 
up and way at the first break of day. After 
a time I discovered at a distance a flock 
of guineas feeding in a portion of the sa­ 
vanna where the pine trees were three to 
four rods apart, tall, straight and free from 
limbs for a long way from the ground, and 
not a brnsh beside. 
I endeavored to get 
within gunshot by going from one tree to 
another, keeping myself as much bidden 
from Bight as possible, at tbe same time 
watching tbe birds closely, and on seeing 
tbe least sign ef apprehension, making a 
statue of myBelf. 
I spent over an hour in 
this way, the birds constantly feeding away 
from me. 
Then I flushed them out of 
rauge and they flew for a run th at was 
densely timbered. 
I followed but failed to 
get a shot, and was forced to return to 
camp withont a bird. 
I do not think that 
these birds bad been shot at for months, if 
at all. 
They are harder to get a shot at 
than the ruffed grouse, but are much easier 
killed. W ith a 10-bore 6J pound gun, I shot 
one from the limb of a small pine tree at a 
distance of fifty-two long paces, striking 
tbe bird with one shot in the body. 
I t fell 
immediately to the ground ; and when I 
picked it up, was dead. 
I have shot a 
green parrot at so short a range that fonr 
shot passed through its body, and then I 
had to resort to other means to kill it. 
There were no bird dogs in Santo Domingo 
at the time I was there. 
A friend had a 
mongrel shepherd that he thought a very 
good dog to hunt birds. 
I tried him. 
He 
would trail the guinea fowl. 
They would 
allow him to come quite close, and then 
take position in the nearest tree and watch 
the dog. 
I think from their actions they 
would lie pretty well to the proper kind of 
a dog. 
Tne wild guinea is similar in edible 
qualities to the ruffed grouse. 
Although I 
have bagged a great many, I never saw a 
very fat one. 
They were plump, juicy and 
tender, and a very fine flavor. 
1 had the 
beBt success in shooting them by scattering 
a flock just before roosting time. 
The fol 
lowing morning, being on the ground be 
fore daylight, when tbe calling wonld com 
menee, the chances were favorable for a 
few flying shots.—[L. Kent, in Forest and 
Stream.

M. Charnay, in one of his North Arruri 
can papers a te a r ago, declared that he did 
not tru3t the concentric rings of s shrub as 
a record of its age in years. 
He had put 
the popular theory to a teEi during hia 
Central American explorations, and had 
found it to err. 
Dr. A L Child, in the 
current Popular Science Monthly, saya he 
never until then had sevn the authority of 
this age record disputed, and when he 
came, some months later, to cut down 
small tree* which he knew where planted 
in Apiil, 1ST I be reiolve 1 to test the rr.a • 
ter, and fouod that, although they had 
only twelve years’ growth in them, he 
could count on each from thirty-five to forty 
concentric rings. 
“ I could select twelve 
more distinct ones,” he says, “ between 
which fainter and narrower or sub rings 
appeared, 
Niue of these apparently an­ 
nual rings on one section were peculiarly 
distinct, much more so than any of the 
sub-rings, yet of the remaining it wus dif­ 
ficult to decide which were annual and 
which were not.” 
Dr. Child then pro­ 
ceeds : “ Now, to ascertain what relation 
or connection there might be between the 
meteorology of the several seasons and the 
growth made during the same, I selected 
from my meteorological records the maxi­ 
mum, minimum and meau temperature, 
and the rainfall of the six growing months 
of spring and summer of each of the 
twelve years of growth. 
These extracts I 
have tabulated, and have appended to 
each season the thicknerS of the ring 
formed, as meaiured on the oblique cut 
previously described. 
Au txrm iuatioa of 
the table shows a general relation of cause 
and effect between high tem perature and 
large rainfall and greater growth. 
B ut it 
falls vtry far short of proving a general 
law of ‘ so much heat and so much water 
during the growing season, to produce so 
much wood.’

unparalleled growth of 1875—that is, as 
compared with the other years—caunot*be 
explained by the above g- neral law. 
But 
I think the May and June record of that 
year throws light upon it, 
We see there a 
maximum heat in May of ninety-six de­ 
grees, higher than I have ever known it iu 
an observation and record of twenty.fi ,e 
years, and a mean tempvrature of the 
whole month, abo umqualed, of seventy- 
one degrees, and this great beat continued 
through the month of JuDe, and no cold 
spells after the heat set in sufficient to 
check the growth. 
Then, in connection 
with this heat, the ground was well satu­ 
rated with water when this heated term 
began (May G:h) by 1 62 inches of rain on 
the 4th. From this on to the 26th of June, 
fifteen inches more of rain feil, so appor­ 
tioned over the time as to keep the ground 
saturated. 
This synchronous excees of 
heat and water evidently produced the ab­ 
normal growth. 
And probably, as this 
m atter is further studied, it. will lie found 
that these agents, rightly proportioned, op­ 
erating synchronously, produce the3a thick­ 
er rings ; while as one or the other is in 
excess or absent, the growth is checked, 
and thus has tima to condense aud harden, 
and form these sub rings; and the inore fre­ 
quent these alterations the greater the num­ 
ber of them .”

OECHA&D AND FAEM. 


FULL TTXT PRESENTED OF TEE NEW 
Bi/RTICULTUKAL LaW 


Btate Board of Horticulture and Limits of 
Districts—Duties of tiie < ffioers— 
Also Various Farm Notes. 


T he following is the full te s t of the new 
horticultural law, w hich is intended to 
place in the hands of a S tate Board of 
H orticulture, consisting of nine members, 
a Secretary, Inspector, etc., th e necessary 
pow er to successfully cope w ith the insect 
pestB, w hich have become so injurious and 
destructive to fruit interests, and which 
are spreading eo alarm ingly in various 
p arts of the S tate.' The law passed during 
tho closing hours of the Legislature, and 
w hich has ju st received the signature of 
th e Governor, is as follows ; 
Section 1. Tnere shall be a S tate Board 
of H orticulture, consisting of nine m em ­ 
bers, who shall be appointed by the Gov­ 
ernor : two from the S tate a t large, and 
one from each of th e seven horticultural 
■districts, which are hereby constituted as 
follows : 
F irst—The Sonoma D istrict, which shall 
include th e counties of Sonoma, M arin, 
L ake, Mendocino, H um boldt, Del N orte, 
T rinity, acd Siskiyou. 
Second—Tne N apa D istrict, which shall 
include th e counties of N apa, Solano, and 
C o n tra Costa. 
T h ird —The San Francisco D istrict, which 
shall include th e city and county of San 
Francisco, and th e counties of San M ateo, 
Alameda. Santa Clara, Santa Cruz, San 
Benito, and M onterey. 
F o u rth —The Los Angeles D istrict, which 
shall include th e counties of Los Angeles, 
V entura, Santa Barbara, San Luis Obispo, 
San B ernardino, and San Diego. 
F ifth —The Sacram ento D istrict, which 
shall include the counties of Sacram ento, 
Yolo, S utter, Colusa, B utte, Teham a, and 
Shasta. 
Sixth—The San Joaquin D istrict, which 
shall include th e counties of San -Joaquin, 
Stanislaus, 
M erced, 
Fresno, T ulare and 
Kern. 
Seventh—Toe El Dorado D istrict, which 
shall include the counties of Ei Dorado, 
A m ador, Calaveras. Tuolum ne, Mariposa, 
Placer, 
Nevada, 
Y uba, 
Sierra, Plum as, 
Lassen, Modoc, Alpine, Mono and Inyo. 
Section 2. The members appointed from 
each district shall be residents of the dis­ 
tric t from which they are appointed, and 
shall be specially qualified by practical ex­ 
perience and study in connection w ith the 
industries dependent upon horticulture. 
T hey .-hall each hold office for a term of 
f a r years, except th a t of th e nine first 
appointed, four, to be determ ined by lot, 
shall retire at the end of tw o years, when 
th eir successors shall be appointeu by the 
■Governor. 
Section 3. The Board shall appoint and 
prescribe the duties of a Secretary, wno 
shall c o t be one of their num ber, and elect 
of their own num ber a Treasurer, both to 
bold office during the pleasure of the said 
Board. 
The T reasurer shall give a bond to 
th e Srate, w ith sureties approved by the 
said Board, in the sum of §10,000, for the 
faithful discharge of his duties. 
Section 4. The H ard may receive, m an­ 
age, use, and hold d nations acd bequests 
for prom oting the objects of its formation. 
I t shall m eet semi annually, and as muoh 
oftener and at such places as it m ay deem 
expedient, to consult and adopt such m eas­ 
ures as m ay best prom ote t e horticultural 
industries of th e S ‘ate. 
I t : -ay, bu t w ith­ 
o u t expense to the S 'ate, select and appoint 
com petent acd quaiifitd perrons to lect­ 
ure 
in each of 
the horticultural dis­ 
tric ts nam ed in Section 1 of this Act, for 
th e p u r p le of illustrating practical horti­ 
cultural topics, and im parting instruction 
in the m ethods of culture, pruning, ferti­ 
lizing, and also in th e best m ethods of 
treatin g the diseases of fruit and fruit 
trees, cleansiDg orchards, and exterm inat­ 
ing insect pests. 
T he office of the Board 
shall be kept open to the public, subject to 
th e rules of the Board, every day, except­ 
in g legal holidays, and shall be in charge 
of the Secretary during th e absence of the 
Board. 
Section 5. For the purpose of preventing 
th e spread of contagious disease among 
fru it and fru it trees, and for the preven­ 
tio n , treatm ent, cure, and extirpation of 
1. o t pests and the diseases of fruit and 
‘ • it trees, and for the disinfection of 
. nfts, scions, orchard debiis, em pty fruit 
>:< 3 and packages, and other suspected 
.terial or transportable articles dangerous 
i 
orchards, fruit and fruit trees, said 
1'oard shall m ake regulations for the in­ 
section and disinfection thereof, which 
la id regulations shall be circulated in 
p rin ted form by the Board among the fru it­ 
grow ers and fruit dealers of tk e State, 
snail he published at least tw enty days in 
tw o daily new spapers of general circula­ 
tion in th e S tate not of th e same city or 
c m nty, and shall be posted in three con- 
epicucus places in each county of the 
S ate, one of which shall be a t the county 
(.’ -urt-house thereof. 
Such regulations, 
w hen so posted, shall be held to im part 
notice of 
th eir contents to all persons 
w ithin the State, and shall be binding upon 
a il persons. 
Section 6. The said Board shall elect of 
th eir own num ber, or appoint from w ith ­ 
o u t th eir num ber, a com petent person 
especially qualified by practical experience 
in horticulture, for the duties of his office, 
w ho shall be know n as Inspector of Fruit 
P eats (to hold office a t the pleasure of the 
B eard), whose duties it shall be to visit 
th e horticultural districts of the State, to 
see th a t all regulations of said B ard and 
provisions of law to prevent th e spread of 
fru it pests and diseases of tree acd plants 
injurious to the horticultural interests of 
th e State, and all regalations of said Board 
in th e nature of quarantining infected or 
inf-.sted districts, and also all rules and 
regalations of said Board concerning disin­ 
fection of 
fruits, 
trees, 
plants, 
grafts, 
scions, orchard debris, em pty fruit boxes 
and packages, and other m aterial danger- 
-ob« to orchards, fruit and fru it trees, are 
enforced. 
H e shall, also, w henever re ­ 
quired, and under th e direction of the 
ltra rd , and may also upon his own motion, 
and upon th e com plaint of interested par­ 
ties, inspect orchards, nurseries and other 
places suspected, or believed to be in ­ 
fested 
w ith 
fru it 
pests, 
or 
infected 
w ith 
contagious 
disease 
injurious 
to 
trees, 
plants 
or 
fruits, and 
he 
shall 
report 
the 
facts 
to 
said 
Board. 
If, 
upon report of said Inspector, or from well 
attested facts otherw ise before it, said 
Board shall be of th e opinion th a t any lo­ 
cality, orchard, district or place is infested 
w ith fruit pests, or infected w ith conta­ 
gious disease injurious to trees, plants or 
fruits, and liable to spread to other locali­ 
ties to the injury of other persons or 
places, said Board shall, by an order en­ 
tered upon its m inutes, so declare said and 
such infested or infected d istrict or place 
to be under th e quarantine regulations of 
said Board. 
As soon, however, as in the 
opinion of said Inspector the danger from 
such locality has ceased, he m ay suspend 
said quarantine regulations, and shall im ­ 
m ediately report the fact to th e Board, 
who may approve or disapprove his action. 
H e shall from tim e to tim e, and whenever 
required by said Board, report to it such in­ 
form ation as be may acquire from observa­ 
tion, experience and otherw ise, as to the 
best modes c-f dim inishing and eradicating 
fru it pests and diseases from orchards ; and 
also suggestions in practical horticulture : 
th e adaptation of products to soil, clim ate 
and m arkets, and snch other facts and 
inform ation as s’nali be calculated to im ­ 
prove the horticultural interests of the 
State. 
Section 7. Tho said Board, and, in case 
of necessity during the recess of th e Board, 
th e said Inspector, m ay appoint snch q u ar­ 
antine guardians as may be needed to carry 
c u t th e provisions of this A ct, whose d u ­ 
ties it shall be to see th a t the regulations 
of th e Board and th e iastructions of th e 
Inspector are enforced and carried o u t ; 
th ey shall also report to said Inspector or 


to the 8 ta te Boarff all infractions or viola­ 
tions of said directions, regulations, and of 
the law in regard to quarantine disinfec­ 
tion and destruction of pests, and precau­ 
tions against th e spreading pests and dis­ 
eases. 
T he salary of quarantine guardians 
shall n ot exceed tw o dollars per day, and 
shall be paid by the ow ners of orchards 
and other places and localities under q u ar­ 
antine regulations ; and they may m aintain 
an action therefor before any Justice of the 
Peace, in any tow nship in w hich any q u ar­ 
antined locality is wholly or in part situ ­ 
ated. 
B ut in no case shall th ey have any 
claim upon the State f or tuch services. 
Section 8 I t shall be th e d u ty of the 
Secretary to attend all meeting* of the 
B iard, and to preserve records of its pro­ 
ceedings and correspondence ; to collect 
books, pam phlets, periodicals and other 
docum euls containing valuable inform ation 
relating to horticulture, and to preserve 
th e asme ; to collect statistics and other 
inform ation show ing the actual condition 
and progress of horticulture in this State 
and elsew here ; to correspond w ith agri­ 
cultural and horticultural societies, colleges 
acd schools of agriculture and horticulture, 
aud other persons and bodies, aB he may 
be directed by the Board, and prepare, as 
required by the Board, reports far publi­ 
cation ; he shall ab o act as assistant to and 
obey th e direciioDs of the in sp ecto r of 
F ru it Pests iu the exercise of the duties of 
his office, and shall be paid for bis services 
as such Secretary aud assistant a salary of 
not to exceed §75 per m onth. 
Section Í). Tr.e Inspector of F ru it Pests 
shall receive as com pensation for his ser­ 
vices not to exceed the sum of 8150 per 
m onth, and his actual traveling expenses 
shall be allowed, not to exceed 8750 per 
3nnnm ; the other members of th e said 
Board shall receive no com pensation w hat­ 
ever. 
Section 10. The B >ard shall biennially, 
in th e m outh of January, report to the 
Legislature a statem ent of its doings, w ith 
a copy of the T reasurer’s accounts for the 
tw o years preceding the session thereof, 
and abstracts of th e reports of the Inspect­ 
or of F ruit Pests aud Secretary. 
Said re­ 
port shall not exceed oue hundred printed 
pages. 
Section 11. The Treasurer shall receive 
all moneys belonging to the Board, aud pay 
out the same only for bills approved by it, 
and shall annually render a detailed ac­ 
count to th e Board. 
Section 12. Tnere is hereby appropriated 
for th e uses of the S tate Board of H o rti­ 
culture, as set forth in this A ct, out of auv 
moneys in the S tate T reasury not o th er­ 
wise appropriated, the sum of 83.000 for 
th e year commencing A pril 1, 1883, and 
§5,000 for the year commencing A pril 1, 
18S4, and th e S tate C ontroller will draw 
his w arrant upon the S tate T reasurer in 
favor of the Treasurer of the said Board 
for the said sum s or any p art thereof when 
they become available, upon proper de­ 
m and being made for the same by th e said 
Board. 
S ction 13. This A ct shall take" effect and 
be in force from and after its passage; and 
all A cta or parts of Y ets inconsistent or in 
conflict w itn the provisions of this A ct are 
hereby repealed. 


W H ITEW ASH EVERY SPR IN G . 
No person who regards the health of the 
family should neglect to w hitew ash every 
spring. 
C ountry places, especially 
farm 
out-houses, fences, etc., are generally im ­ 
proved iu appearance by an annual coat, 
aud it will add to tb eir perm anency more 
than one would imagine 
I t is cheap and 
easily applied, so th a t neither expense nor 
labor can be ^pleaded against it, 
To be 
durable, w hitew ash should be prepared in 
the following m anner : 
Take th e very best 
stone lime and Blake it in a close tub, cov­ 
ered w ith a cloth to preserve th e steam . 
S ait—as m uch as can be dissolved in the 
w ater used for slaking and reducing the 
lim e—should be applied, and the whole 
mass carefully strained. 
A few pounds of 
w heat flour m ixed as a paste may be added, 
and will give greater durability to the 
mass, especially when applied to the ex­ 
terior surface of th e buildings. 
W ith pure 
lime properly slaked and m ixed alm ost any 
color may be made by th e addition of pig­ 
m ents. 
G ranite, 
slate, 
freesto n e and 
other shades may be im itated, and w ithout 
any detrim ent to the durability of the 
wash. 
FOR FENCE gOSTS. 
A w riter in an exchange says : 
“ I dis­ 
covered m any years ago th a t wood could 
be m ade to last loDger than iron in .the 
ground, but thought th e process so simple 
th a t it was to t well to m ake a stir about 
it, 
I would as soon have poplar, basswood 
or ash as any other kind of tim ber for fence 
posts. 
I have taken out basswood posts 
after having been set seven years th a t were 
as sound w hen taken out as when first put 
in the ground. 
Tim e and w eather seemed 
to have no effect on them . 
The posts can 
be prepared for less th an tw o cents apiece. 
This is the recipe : Take boiled linseed oil 
and atir in pulverized coal to the consist­ 
ency of paint. 
P u t a ‘Coat of this over 
the tim ber, and there is not a m an th a t 
will live to see it ro t.” 


QUINCE HEDGE. 
The C ydonia or Japan quince, as com­ 
monly called, m akes a very substantial and 
attractiv e hedge. 
The leaves are a deep, 
shining green, and for m any weeks they 
present one mass of showy flowers. 
A 
beautiful effect is produced by planting 
both the scarlet and w hite varieties a lter­ 
nately, 
If allowed to spring up in m any 
shoots from the ground, and are well 
trim m ed, they m ake so close a hedge th a t 
in a little while a fence coul l be dispensed 
w ith.

PEPPERMINT. 


How an Interview Was Reported—Mr. 
Harrison Cornered and Confronted 
With Hie Own Admissions. 


Pepperm int is grown for its essence 
chiefly in W estern N ew York. Tw o-thirds 
of the supply comes from W ayne county, 
which produces 00,000 pounds of oil yearly 
from 300 acres. 
The harvest begins in A u­ 
gust, and the first year's crop is the beet. 
The m int is cut w ith a sickle, scythe or 
mowing machine, according to the fancy of 
the cultivator. 
A fter cutting it is allowed 
to w ither in th e sun for five or six hours, 
and is then raked into “ cocks,” w he;e it 
rem ains a short tim e before being distilled. 
I t is not every cultivator th a t is provided 
w ith a still, bn t stills are found distributed 
about the pepperm int region at convenient 
distances. The apparatus and m ethod differ 
from those employed in Europe, w here the 
fire is applied to the still. 
In Am erica the 
still consists of a wooden tn b or vat of 
heavy staves hooped w ith iron. 
The w ith ­ 
ered m int is packed into the vat by tread ­ 
ing w ith th e feet until the vat is full, when 
a cover, made steam tig h t w ith rubber 
packing, 
is fastened dow n w ith screw 
clamp*. 
A steam pipe connects the lower 
part of the vat w ith a Bteam boiler, and 
another pipe from the center of the cover 
connects the vat v-ith the condensing worm. 
T he la tte r varies in size according to the 
capacity of th e still, but becomes progres­ 
sively sm aller tow ard the outlet. 
The 
worm is so placed as to have a constant 
stream of cold running w ater surrounding 
it-. 
Tne steam from the boiler being ad­ 
m itted to th e vat a t a pressure of th irty to 
forty pounds, th e oil of th e m int is volatil­ 
ized and mixed w ith the eteam condensed 
in the worm. 
The m ixed oil and w ater 
are collected in th e receiver, where the dif­ 
ference in their specific gravity causes 
them to separate. 
No attem p t is m ade to 
redistill the w ater w hich separates, and a 
considerable loss of oil which is held in so­ 
lution doubtless results from this lack of 
economy. 
The oil is packed in tin cans, or 
glass demijohns, 
holding about tw enty 
pounds each. 
The glass dem ijohns are 
m ush the best when the oil is to be k ept 
for any length of tim e, as its good quali­ 
ties are mbre fully retained and it is iess 
liable to discoloration. 
Oil of pepperm int 
is sometimes adulterated w ith turpentine 
and also w ith oil of hemlock. 
Pure oil of 
pepperm int, as 
exported from 
W ayne 
county, is colorless, acd resembles tbe E n­ 
glish oil, except th a t its odor and taste are 
som ew hat less pungent and penetrating. 
The oil deteriorates w ith age, and the 
arom a becomes more fain t; after a certain . 
num ber of years it thickens, and th e color 1 
becomes of a yellowish tinge ; exposed for 
a long tim e to air, it becomes reunous. 


Tho hearing of the R ichards & H arrison 
com plaint case was resum ed 
before tbe 
B ard of R ailroad Commissioners at 11 
o’clock yesterday at San Francisco. 
J . C. Stubbs, G eneral F reight Traffic 
M anager of th e C entral Pacific Railroad, 
was called for the defense. 
H e stated th at 
he had held his present position for about 
a year. 
Prior to th a t since 1871 he was 
G eneral F reight A gent of the company. 
T he w itness was asked by G eneral Barnes 
to explain th e special contract system of 
freight traffic w ith which he (the witness) 
was presum ed to be thoroughly familiar. 
H e stated th a t th e system referred to was 
begun about 1S7S or Í879 at tbe suggestion 
of tbe General F reight A gent of the Union 
Pacific R iilroad, and afterw ards agreed 
upon by all the roads directly interested. 
The object of the system was to secure for 
th e roads concerned a m ajority of the 
patronage of 
the overland trade. 
The 
strongest com petitors of th e roads a t this 
tim e, as all know, were th e clipper ships 
sailing around Cape 
Horn. 
M erchants 
were not generally disposed to patronize 
the railroads to ship all th eir goods. 


O RIG IN OF TH E SPECIAL CONTRACT SYSTEM 
A dry goods m erchaut w ould purchase a 
consignm ent of goods in the E ast and have 
the bulk of th e coarser goods sent around 
by Bhip and a small lot sent by rail. 
The 
railroads of course w anted to secure this 
trade, and after a conference th e system 
known as the special contract was decided 
upon. 
The rate of freight was reduced, 
b u t in order to secure th e patronage of 
m eichants for these certain roads an agree­ 
m ent was necessary. 
Mr. Vining, of the 
U nion Pacific, together w ith the witness, 
w ent to ni3uy m erchants in this city and 
talked the m atter over before the system 
was introduced. 
A t first some were not 
disposed to favor the idea. 
They did not 
w aut to be bound down to any particular 
patronage, b ut after discussion 3nd the 
assurance of a reduced rate for all goods, 
of safer tran sit, and a consequent rtd u c 
tion in th e insurance rate by the under­ 
w riters, the large m ajority of the m er­ 
chants agreed to the system proposed. 
This, theD, was the origin of this system . 
I t was a m utual agreement. 


T n E FIRST CONTRACT. 
The first contract was draw n by Mr. 
V ining of the U nion Pacific, aDd Rent here 
afterw ard for approval. 
Tus first p art of 
this year other roads were adm itted, and 
only recently th e Atchison, Tooeka, and 
Santa Fe and the Galveston, H arrisburg 
and San A ntonio came into the system . 
G eneral 
Barnes — W hat, 
then, 
Mr. 
Stubbs, is your opinion of the effect of this 
system upon the general business of the 
city ? 
M r. S tubbs—I t has been only the m ost 
favorable. 
Roads not iu the union in the 
E ast were m ade to reduce rates. 
M er­ 
chants scoured goods of all kinds at much 
less rates, in quicker tim e, w ith less dan­ 
ger, a t a rate really only slightly in ad ­ 
vance of the clipper ships. 
The carriers 
by w ater by this com petition of the roads 
were m ade to reduce th eir rates to a still 
lower figure and the commerce of the port 
thus proportionately increased. 
A t th e request of G eneral B irues Mr. 
Stubbs indorsed the statem ents of Mr. 
G ray made and published yesterday con­ 
cerning the arrangem ents m ade between 
the C entral Pacific and tho other roads for 
the division of freight profit. 
A t first the 
tru n k lines east of Chicago received 20 per 
cent, of the whole rate. 
M r. Stubbs stated th a t be believed m er­ 
chants of good standing had never been re ­ 
fused a special contract. 
T nere m igSt 
have been cases, b a t he had no recollection 
of any. 
T IIE QUESTION OK THREATS. 
G eneral Barnes— Did your road ever 
m ake any th reats against R ichards & H a r­ 
rison th a t if they did not enter into a spe­ 
cial contract yon would sh u t them out of 
th e M ontana and Idaho business by raioing 
rates ? 
W itness—None w hatever. 
The witness 
fu rth er explained th a t his road had never 
had any control of the business referred to. 
T he fact of the m atter was th a t his road 
had been in direct com petition 
for the 
trade w ith the N orthern Pacific R iilroad, 
bu t th a t road had entirely sh u t the C entral 
Pacific R ailroad out. 
Mr. Stubbs then re 
lated tho particulars of his fight w ith the 
Union Pacific in regard to freight rates. 
In order to get even, the C entral Pacific 
R iilroad shut its rival out of the U tah 
trade. 
Finally, last A ugust, S 
H. H. 
C lark, of the Union Pacific R iilroad, came 
to this city, and, after a consultation w ith 
the w itness and other persons, it was de­ 
cided to form a truce on both sides. 
It 
was arranged th at though goods could be 
shipped from this city to points in M on­ 
tana, about 800 miles, a t the same rate to 
shippers th a t goods were shipped from 
Om aha to th o .e points, only about 400 
miles, the other road was to receive about 75 
per oent. of the profit and our road about 
25 per cent. 


TH E O FFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
The w itness presented and M r. B irnes 
subm itted in evidence tbe correspondence 
th at occurred last A ugust betw een Mr. 
Vining and Mr. Stubbs, relative to an in ­ 
terview 
which 
occurred betw een Mr. 
Vining and a representative of the firm of 
V oechting, Shape & Co., of 
M ilwaukee, 
the principals of R ichards & Harrison. 
False particulars of this interview were 
published in a San Francisco m orning p a­ 
per. 
This publication caused Mr. Stubbs 
to w rite to Mr. Vming, aud ask him if the 
report wsb true th a t he had endeavored to 
coerce the M ilw aukee firm into sending its 
beer overland instead cf to N ew Y ork anil 
around by sea, or thoir M ontana and Idaho 
trade would be shut out. 
In reply came 
an em phatic denial from Mr, V ining, and 
copies of th is denial were sent also by him 
to the firm in M ilwaukee, and to the daily 
paper of this city which had first pub­ 
lished the first report, denounced as false. 


PARTICULARS 6 F TH E FIRST ACQUAINTANCE. 
In response to questions p ut by G eneral 
B irnes, Mr, Stubbs related the particulars 
of his first acqnaintan% w ith Mr. H arri­ 
son. 
He saw him firBt about last August. 
H e came iu response to a le tte r sent by 
witness. 
A n interview then occurred con­ 
cerning rates th a t could be m ade to Mr. 
H arrison over the line of th e road repre­ 
sented by M r. Stubbs. 
A t th is interview 
a stenographer was present behind a screen, 
and th e conversation was taken down. 
The w itness stated th a t M r. H arrison was 
aw are of the presence of th eir Secretary. 
T ne screen was not placed there purposely. 
I t was put there originally to accommodate 
a lady stenographer. 


CROSS EXAM INATION. 
T he w itness was then turned over to Mr. 
H arrison for cross exam ination. 
H e ques­ 
tioned Mr. Stubbs at some length w ith the 
idea of gaining more light on th e special 
contract business. 
M ost of the testim ony 
given in response was of slight im portance, 
or w ere facts included in previous evi­ 
dence. 
H e explained the m ethod em ­ 
ployed by his road in m aking good to ship­ 
pers any shortage or damage th a t m ight 
have occurred while th e goods were in 
tran sit over some connecting line. 
The 
w itness said he had no recollection of any 
special case where a contract had been vio­ 
lated 
or 
abrogated 
by bis company. 
The w itness continued : 
N ever knew of 
any person employed by th e C entral P a­ 
cific to execnte surveillance over the goods 
and th e m arks on goods shipped from New 
Y ork in vessels around th e Horn. 


RAILROAD M ATERIAL. 
G eneral B arrea objected to the question 
of the rates charged for railroad m aterial 
for the C entral Pacific Railroad over other 
roads. 
The question was allowed and the 
witness stated th at all railroad freight ship­ 
m ents he knew were k ept sep arate,'b u t 
concerning the rate charged he knew noth­ 


ing—it was entirely beyond his province. 
W itness said he had often heard m erchants 
complain of rates charged, bu t afterw ard 
come in and pay them . 
He said he never 
rem em bered of any applicant for a special 
contract being refused. 
In regard to the 
claims for shortage or damage, th e witness 
volunteered the opinion th at his road was 
one of the m ost liberal in th e settlem ent of 
such claims of any road in the U nited 
States. 
M r. H arrison asked if the w itness su p ­ 
posed or had any w ay of know ing th a t 
any p a rt of th e report of the interview 
betw een himself and the w itness had been 
suppressed or om itted. 
M r. S tubbs said he thought th a t the 
verbatim reporter who was present a t tbe 
tim e—F ian k Shay— would know th e best 
about that. 
G eneral Barnes asked the Secretary for 
the exhibits of yesterday, w hich were in ­ 
troduced. 
Mr. H arrison asked Mr. S tubbs if he 
thought he had the right to issue such a 
bill as the exhibit. 
Mr. 
Stubbs replied th a t he had, and 
th a t it included charges paid to th e other 
company. 
Mr. H arrison aiked M if Stubbs if he did 
not consider the instrum ent as a hill of 
lading. 
Mr. Stubbs replied th a t he did not re ­ 
gard the bill of lading as an instrum ent 
at all, as it did not contain even the rate 
of freight. 


CAPE HORN COMPETITION. 
In reply- to M r. Foote, Mr, Stubbs said 
th a t special contracts were issued in o r­ 
der to compete w ith golds going round 
C»pe H orn, and other tonnage which was 
im portant, although relatively small. 
To Mr. Foote : This increase of tonnage 
of course increased the revenue of gross 
earnings, which, howevei, have not propor­ 
tionately increased w ith th e am ount of ton­ 
nage, as the rates had been lowered. 
A p­ 
plications for special contracts and rates 
m ay have been refused w here there was 
refcnn to believe th at the applicants were 
not in good faith. 
Up to the present tim e 
th e contract system is only regarded as an 
experim ent. 
W ith regard to the interview asked for 
by M r. H arrison, th e only person present 
was the Secretary of Mr. Ssubba. 
M r 
H arrison had, he believed, asked for a p ri­ 
vate interview . 
W itness continued: “ I 
w rote M r. H arrison an invitation to come. 
I may have given m y Secretary instruc­ 
tions to take the interview down, bu t can­ 
not say certainly. 
Probably I d id .” 


TH E STENOGRAPHER. 
F rank Shay, th e next w itness exam ined, 
was sworn, and stated th a t he was a short­ 
hand reporter, and had been one for tw elve 
years. 
H e was present a t the interview 
betw een R F. H arrison and Mr. Stubbs, 
and had taken short-hand notes. 
W itness 
was shown by G eneral Barnes a long-hand 
transcript of his notes, which, he stated, 
was correct. 
Counsel stated th a t he of 
fered this interview in order to show th a t 
Mr. H arrison was accorded perfect justice 
and satisfaction. 
A large am ount of the 
interview as taken by M r. Siiaw was then 
read, which w ent to prove th at M r. H arri­ 
son owned to Mr. Stubbs th a t a newsuaDer 
article published iu a m orning paper, pre­ 
sum ably giving a prior interview between 
Mr. Stubbs and Mr. H arrison, was not 
true, and th a t Mr. H arrison then and there 
acknow ledged th at he had never seen Mr. 
Stubbs before. 
The gist of M r. H arrison’s 
charges was to the effect th a t Mr. V ining 
had threatened to protect other parties 
shipping through M ontana and Idaho to 
th e injury of the firm of R ichards & H ar­ 
rison, unless shipm ents via Cape H orn 
were discontinued aud goods ‘orw arded by 
the U nion Pacific. 


TH E V ININ G POLICY. 
M r. S tubbs denied any favoritism or dis­ 
crim ination, which he claimed was the 
point a t issue, to w'nicS M r. H arrison had 
answ ered th a t he would cu t his hand off 
sooner thau sacrifice his manhood to a cor 
m orant, and th a t the firm was paying 850 
a carload more for shipm ent of goods. 
Mr. 
Vining was characterized as the “ Mephis- 
topheles ” of the U nion Pacific. 
The rest of the interview was in the 
same strain, Mr. H arrison claim ing dis­ 
crim ination and favoritism iu the shipm ent 
of goods via M ontana, and M r. Stubbs de­ 
nying it in tuto. 
Mr. 
Stubbs gave Mr. 
H arrison a guarantee th at betw een any tw o 
points where the 0 . P. R. R. reached, th a t 
Mr. H arrison should have the lowest rates, 
w hether he adopted the contract system or 
shipped around Cape H orn. 
As to Mr. 
Vining, the C. P. R . R Com pany could 
neither control him nor did they approve 
of these local com plications. 
He (Stnbbs) 
was fighting in the interest c-f San F ran ­ 
cisco m erchants, and had no sym pathy 
w ith M r. V m ing’s policy.
